Press which grew to become one of 
the leading printing plants in this 
country. In 1883 Mr. Ellis became 
publisher of the Boston Daily Ad- 
vertiser and in 1884 he started the 
Boston Evening Record. 

In 1886 os a result of overwork, Mr. 
Ellis had to relinquish his connec- 
tions with the ADVERTISER and 
RECORD and confine hi3 activities to 
Ills printing business. The George 
H. Ellis Company won a reputation 
as one of the outstanding concerns 
in its line. It did much public and 
legal work and printed much litera- 
ture for the Unitarian denomination. 

Mr. Ellis came to Newton to reside 
in 1887 and took an active part In 
public affairs. He served on the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen In 1903, 1904, 
1905 and 1906. From 1910 to 1914 in- 
clusive, lie was a member of the 
House of Representatives and became 
one of the leaders of that body. He 
was a member of the State Senate in 
1915 and 1916. He was a staunch 
Republican and served as president 
of the Republican Club of Massachu- 
setts. He was a member of the Bos- 
ton City Club and had served ns 
president of this club. He was also 
a member of the Unitarian, Economic, 
20th Century, and Reform Clubs, tile 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, Bos- 
ton Young Men’s Christian Union and 
a trustee of Simmons College and the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College. 

Over 40 years ago, Mr. Ellis, as an 
j avocation, started Wauwlnet Farm at 
j West Newton and his herd of pedi- 
I greed cattle was one of the best in 
| New England. It was composed of 
Jerseys, Guernseys and Ayrshlres, to- 
gether with a few Holstein9. He con- 
ducted a model dairy farm which sup- 
plied milk of exceptional quality. As 
Jita business grew.

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THE RACING BILL 

As we see it the so-called Pari-Mutuel racing bill which 
passed the House of Representatives yesterday is far from being 
proper legislation. The bill calls for referenda vote by counties. 
We realize that there is considerable agitation for the legaliz- 
ing of betting but we are of the decided opinion that such bet- 
ting, whether legal or illegal, is not for the best interests of 
the Commonwealth. A vote by counties does not settle the issue 
by any means. There are undoubtedly some counties which will 
favor the question and others will turn it down. Where the 
question involved affects the entire state any referendum on it 
should be state-wide. While it is impossible for the legislature 
to initiate such a referendum, if there is sufficient endorsement 
to the question it would be a comparatively easy matter to get 
the necessary signatures to place it upon the ballot. The in- 
itiative referendum, we believe, was put into effect to take care 
of just such a situation as we are facing at present. 

TURNING BUSINESS ONTO BOYLSTON STREET 

Attempts are being made to obtain business locations on 
Boylston street, otherwise known as the Worcester turnpike. 
We believe that the Board of Aldermen should discourage such 
attempts with a firm and iron hand. There is a fundamental 
question involved. The State and Federal government have 
spent millions upon millions in recent years relocating main 
highways so that they will avoid the centres of congestion. In 
the process of time if business is encouraged to locate along 
these highways and turnpikes it will but hasten the time when 
they again become congested and we will be compelled to 
expend more monev for such routes. If the cities and towns 
cannot see the problems that will confront them in such in- 
stances the State should take a hand. 

SAFETY DRIVE BEGINS 

Today police of the state and of the cities and towns through- 
or.t the Commonwealth are beginning their annual spring 
safety drive. Blue tickets will be issued to offending motorists 
on eight different counts, including speeding, improper passing, 
driving on the wrong side of the road, failure to slow down at 
intersections, approaching pedestrians, or ’ 

violation of traffic signals, and dangerous or improper paikin^. 
Many of the violations naturally will occur on the through high- 
ways and out in the country. Here in Newton, as m many other 
nlaces there is one violation that is being oft repeated. That is 
The eighth count of dangerous and improper parking. \\ e trust 
that the police of Newton have been instructed to make an ia " 
tensive effort to overcome the growing practice of double paik- 
ing parking on the wrong side of the street, and in restricted 

areas. 


Under The Gilded 
Dome 

The State Legislature, endeavoring 
to hasten prorogation of the present 
session, this week had several of the 
most important pending measures be- 
fore it for discussion. The police bill, 
sought by the Governor, the Public 
Sufety Council and other groups, was 
discussed at length in the Senate. Fol- 
lowing agitation some weeks ago for 
some progress along this line the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary reported a bill 
which waB regarded as reasonable. 
This bill waH neither aB drastic ns 
those which had been requested but 
nevertheless it was felt to be a step 
in the right direction. Reported in- 
to the Senate it was then referred to 
the Committee on Ways and Means 
of the upper branch and there it was 
practically shorn of what was left of 
any progress towards unification or co- 
ordination of the police in an attempt 
to combat crime. The redrafted bill 
as reported by a bare majority of the 
five members of the committee drew 
much criticism from the Governor os 
well uh many others. Late last week 
the Senate substituted the bill of the 
Judiciary committee for that reported 
by the Ways and Means group. ThiB 
week a number of amendments were 
offered to the bill then under discus- 
sion. The amendments adopted affect- 
ed the promotion of police and the 
courses of training to be offered. On 
Tuesday the Senate finally passed the 
bill by a vote of 17 to 16 with Presi- 
dent Fish having his named called 
for the deciding vote. Senator Hollis 
of Newton was among the majority. 
Incidentally It was interesting to 
note that only one Democratic Senator 
favored the hill despite the criticism 
of the Governor that the Republican 
party waa endeavoring to obstruct 
the legislation. Of the sixteen voting 
against the measure five were Repub- 
licans. Yesterday the Senate refused, 
on roll-call of 19 to 17, to reconsider 
its previous vote and the meuaure wua 
read in the House this morning. The 
House Committee on Ways and Means 
will hold hearings on the bill begin- 
ning tomorrow morning and it is ex- 
pected that the mutter will come up 
for action by the Huuso the early part 
or middle of next week, 

The House of Representatives has 
been holding double sessions every 
day this week except Monday. Con- 
siderable of the time on Monday and 
Tuesduy was spent discussing legis- 
latiou affecting the Boston Elevated 
Railway. Several petitions for taking 
the road by eminent domain, purchas- 
ing the road und putting it under pub- 
lic ownership as well as the present 


method of public control had previous- 
ly been heard by the Committee on 
Metropolitan Affairs. This commit- 
tee had reported adversely on the pro- fc 
posals which had been largely intro- 
duced by members of the House from 
Boston. Finally a roll-call late Mon- 
day afternoon rejected the measure 
to take the road by eminent domain 
by a vote of 71 to 75. On Tuesday 
efforts were made to reconsider the 
action taken on Monday but all at- 
tempts were defeated. On several 
roll calls the three Newton Represen- 
tatives, Baker, Brimbleconi and Lult- 
wieler were recorded in opposition to 
the petitions to take over the road. 

Late Tuesday afternoon the House 
passed the so-culled pari-mutuel bill 
to legalize betting at horse races to 
a third reading by a voice vote. Yes- 
terday the question came on passing 
the bill to be engrossed and some 
fourteen amendments were offered. 
Several of these were accepted. On 
the final question a rising vote of 128 
to 41 favored the measure. Itep. Luit- 
wleler sought a roll-call but was sup- 
ported by only 25 others and as thirty 
are required for a roll-call such a vole 
was refused. Reps. Baker and Brim- 
biecom were utnong those who sup- 
ported their colleague in seeking a 
recorded vote on the question. The 
bill as passed by the House provides 
for a county referendum on the ques- 
tion of legalizing betting. Such rac- 
ing will be permitted in counties 
which cast a favorable vote. The 
amendments accepted by tbe House 
were largely to protect bettors 
ugainst dishonest practices. One 
amendment adopted would bar from 
race tracks any jockey found dishon- 
est. Another provides that betting be 
done through the use of pari-mutuel 
machines. The bill was further amend- 
ed to provide that all money accruing 
to the cities und towns will be used 
for public welfare while another 
amendment provides that half of such 
money shuIl he used for old-uge assist- 
ance uiid the remainder for public 
welfare. 

An amendment was offered by Rep. 
Curtis of Boston to cut out the pro- 
vision whereby cities and towns in 
counties not casting a favorable vote 
should be deprived of any share of the 
receipts. This amendment was 
adopted while unother Curtis amend- 
ment culling for a stute-wide referen- 1 
dutn Instead of u county vote was re- ( 
jected. Still another amendment 
which was udupted was one barring 
aliens from employment on ruce 
tracks. 

With no debate the House referred 
to the next uunuttl session the bill 
providing for a retail sales tux, ac- 
cepting the report of the committee 
uu Ways and Means that such action 
should be taken. 


About Town

George H. Ellis was n worthy scion 
of the pioneers who settled New Eng- 
land. Rugged In physique and of 
rugged honesty, he played an impor- 
tant part In the development of Massa- 
chusetts and of Newton. Strongly 
partisan In politics, yet he was not 
prejudiced against those who dif- 
fered from him politically, as was 
shown hy his defence of the late Mar- 
lin Loinnsney when that famous poli- 
tician was being unjustly criticised. 

Attempts have been made and are 
being made to pervert Boylston street 
(the Worcester turnpike) Into a busi- 
ness street; to change it from resi- 
dence zone to business zone. Moat 
of those who have endeavored to 
bring about this change nre not per- 
sons who linve been property owners 
on Boylston street for any length of 
time. They have been and are either 
persons who bought property nlong 
Boylston street since the Slnte de- 
cided to construct the super-highway 
known ns the Worcester Turnpike, or 
even persons who do not own prop- 
erty ulorfg the street. The petitioner 
who last year obtained n permit to 
conduct a garage repair shop on 
Boylston street and now wants to 
have a gasoline filling station on this 
locus, purchased the properly in 1933. 
Other persons have been displaying 
signs nlong the street advertising 
"Tourist Houses" In violation of the 
zoning ordinance. 

The surprising thing is — thnt some 
aldermen and other city officials hnve 
seemed to fnvor the idea of chang- 
ing Boylston street into a business 
thoroughfare, notwithstanding the 
fact that the people of this State 
hnve been taxed millions of dollars 
to build this automobile highway 
which was constructed to permit mo- 
tor vehicles to travel at high speed 
between Boston and Worcester. They 
tan travel at such a speed because 
the turnpike was built away from 1 
business sections of cities and towns | 
through which it passes. And now 
some of the supposedly Intelligent of- 
ficials of the City of Newton are 
willing to defeat the very purpose 
for which the turnpike was con- 
structed by making it a business thor- 
oughfare. Supposing all the towns 
and cities along the turnpike allow ' 
it to become n business artery with 
the resultant parking of motor vehi- 
cles? How traffic will be slowed and 
accidents increase. The State should 
tnke measures to prevent such a con- 
dition and officials of Newton should i 
adopt the attitude manifested by of- < 
ficials and citizens of Wellesley, thnt 1 
very efficiently conducted town which i 
adjoins Newton. And Newton officials 
can emulate Wellesley in other re- , 
spects If they care to Increase the i 
efficient conduct of affairs of this city. 

Massachusetts is supposed to be one ; 
or the most enlightened of the "high- 
ly civilized" United States. Arabia is 
supposed fhy Americans) to be rather 
n hnrhnric sort of country. In Arabia 
n few weeks ago four Arabs were 
executed by officials of that country. 

A short while before the four had 
murdered a young American and his 
European companion ns they were 
touring in that land. Thus, the Arab- 
ian officials, whom Americans re- 
gard as quite lagging in modern civ- 
ilization. promptly and quite effec- 
tively punished the murderers of 
two foreigners. 

What n contrast to the sorry spec- 
tacle evidenced In this state when 
confessed murderers nre on trial. The 
Arabians did not stage the farce of 
n trial with professional witnesses; 
alleged experts who testify for pay. 
They did not permit justice to he cir- 
cumvented by technicalities and sub- 
terfuges. Apparently they haven’t 
"smart" lawyers in Arahin such as we 
have, lawyers whose ethics nre such 
thnt legal trickery is of more im- 
port than the supposed dignity of 
their profession. And the people of 
Massachusetts, who must pay heavy 
taxes for the cost of government, nre 
further burdened by the cost of long 
drawn nut murder trials.

The action of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen in voting on May 7 to 
grant a permit for the erection of a 
small brick and concrete building at 
the gasoline filling station on a locus 
at the corner of Boylston and Chest- 
nut sts,. Newton Upper Falls, was n 
sequel to one of the most ridiculous 
things ever done by any Newton 
Board of Aldermen. This was the 
granting by last year's Board in Sep- 
tember 1933 of a permit to one Fran- 
cis E. Brown, who is the owner of 
record of the property, to build and 
conduct a gasoline filling station on 
the site. The lot is a narrow strip 
of land with a frontage of 99 feet on 
the narrow Bervice street which 
runs alongside and beneath the over- 
pass carrying the turnpike over 
Chestnut st. It has a frontage of only 
20 feet on Chestnut st. It is situ- 
ated on a 7% down-grade, next to one 
of the most dangerous traffic spots in 
this city — the underpass which haR 
utterly blind approaches for automo- 
bile truffle and where one fatal ac- 
cident hud occurred before the permit 
was granted last September. 

The narrow lot is what remains of a 
lot which had a frontago of 122 feet 
on Chestnut st. when a permit was 
grunted in 1923 for a filling station. 
The balance of this lot was taken 
hy the Commonwealth in 1932 for 
the widening of Boylston st.. Incident- 
al to tho construction of tho Worces- 
ter turnpike.

The writer has attended (with a 
few exceptions) every meeting of the 
Aldermen for tho pust eleven years 
and served on tho Board for four 
years. We know something of peti- 
tions for filliug stations in Newton 
and requirements uu to suitable sizo 
of sites. AIbo reasons for rejecting 
petitions such us locations on grades, 
on dangerous corners and contiguity 
to residence zones. After having 
I granted the permit on the location re- 
ferred to here, tho Newton Board of 


Want Marking 
System Put Back

Aldermen cannot consistently, in the 
future, refuse any petition because of 
tbe reason that the locus is too small 
in area or situated on n dangerous 
curve or at a blind corner. We would 
suggest that those of our renders who 
are Interested in the matter or filling 
stations in Newton, take a look nt 
the site of the proposed filling station 
at Boylston and Chestnut sts., and 
judge for themselves if our criticism 
is not deserved. 

We received t lie other dny one of 
the publicity releases from the Gov- 
ernor’s Committee on Street and High- 
way Safety. The llrst paragraph of 
tills article reads: 

"Carelessness! And again and 
again carelessness — thnt is the answer 
dictated hy experience to the urgent 
question. 'What cuuseB the appalling 
number of accidents on the roads to- 
day?' And these voices of experi- 
ence ought to know, for they come 
from a group of two score and more 
Massachusetts motorists who have ac- 
cepted the invitation of the Governor’s 
Committee to join the proposed 'Mil- 
ers Club," eligibility for which Is 
based on a minimum annual mileage 
of 25.000.” 

Personally, we think the above an- 
swer — “Carelessness” is the bunk. 
Our observation, and we have been 
driving a car almost every day for 
many years is that it isn't careless- 
ness that causes most automobile ac- 
cidents. It is “cusfiedness." It has 
been proved repeatedly in the past 
that most automobile accidents are 
caused by speeding and by reckless 
driving. The great majority of auto- 
ists know this; so do pedestrians. It 
Isn't carelessness that is shown by 
drivers who operate carH at speeds of 
40 miles per hour and more when such 
speeds jeopardize others on highways. 
It isn't carelessness that is evidenced 
when autoists purs other cars with 
cars coming close on from the oppo- 
site direction. Passing cars on hills, 
on curves, driving to the left of the 
centre of streets, Ignoring traffic lights 
und signs, fulling to slow down when 
approaching pedestrians, none of those 
can he designated as “carelessness". 
They ore ull deliberate. If the "care- 
lessness" verdict 1 h a criterion of the 
"know" of the alleged exceptionally 
experienced drivers being organized 
by tiie Governor's Committee on Street 
and Highway Safety, we ore not very 
hopeful that this adjunct to tho com- 
mittee will be of material asslstnifee 
in lessening automobile accidents.

A little knowledge nmy be a dan- 
gerous thing but isn't there more 
(lunger in complete Ignorance? 
Whether you agree or not that Is the 
process of reasoning whereby I have 
tackled the general subject of mos- 
quitoes. I was Inspired to learn all 
l could of these pests when I read 
of their early approach in great mint' 
hers. IT obliged to battle them I 
thought it would be Just as well If 
I did so hy a more or leas Intelligent 
method instead of slapping and grumb- 
ling without any special system. 

Therefore, 1 submitted my problem 
to a recognized expert. He looked at 
me for a few minutes and usked, “Are 
you situated on a salt marsh?” 
Promptly and with a proper amount 
of Indignation I replied that Newton 
was not so situated. “Ah, Newton,” 
he observed, “that city has nothing 
to worry about if it follows the meth- 
ods conceded to he the best." He 
paused hut I knew that lie would con- 
tinue without further prodding and 
so [ waited. 

"it’s the salt marsh area where the 
greatest dumage Ih done,” lie went 
on, "and where land-owners have 
something to worry them. Real estate 
values, summer tourist pntronage, etc., 
may he completely ruined by salt 
marsh mosquitoes which are much 
more active and a source of greater 
trouble. They are much stronger, 
much more vigorous and travel as 
fur as 20 or 30 miles while fresli 
water mosquitoes seldom cover a mile, 
although capable of making a five 
mile journey.

Dainty pools, which look 
all right from a distance, are where 
mosquitoes like to gather. Any body 
of water that Isn’t drained is a fine 
place for them.” 

He paused, but my thirst for knowl- 
edge was not fully quenched so I in- 
sisted upon learning more, "Well,” 
he went on, “you know it is the fe- 
male that does the biting in search 
of blood to hatch out a yield of eggs.”

You see, 
fish eat the larvae and If there are 
fish in the water the mosquitoes hnve 
Utile cliunce to thrive."

HIGHLIGHTS OF THE STATE 
MEETING 

Continuing with a few of the out- 
standing statements and events of 
the three days of the State Federation 
Annual Meeting held at the New 
Ocean House, Swampscott, May 14th, 
16th, and 16th, if there is still anyone 
In this enlightened age who doubts 
that women's club9 are accomplishing 
boundless good to their fellow man, 
he or she has only to consider the fol- 
lowing cold statistics In the Presi- 
dent’s Annual Report given on Wed- 
nesday morning. Mrs. Frank P. Ben- 
nett. In her report on philanthrop- 
ies. pointed out that the various com- 
mittees had functioned widely, and 
that during the year the clubs had 
| contributed $112,891 to charitable 
work. Of this amount $18,436 went 
to hospitals; $21,666 to scholarships; 
$24,441 to public welfare; $22,779 to 
local charities; $210 to foreign relief 
work; $2,137 to disabled soldiers; 
$9,886 to public health; and $10,822 
to miscellaneous work. 

A further statement of fact of 
which Mrs. Bennett may well be proud 
was that during her club activities of 
about ten years, first serving as Ninth 
District director, then vice president, 
and the past two years as State lead- 
er, Mrs. Bennett has attended all 
meetings, missing only one Executive 
Board meeting. During her adminis- 
tration there ha3 been a gain of 428 
members. 

That clubwomen assist all who 
need their care and give service to 
every need, while studying every 
phase of modern problems, as well, 
Is indicated by the following reports. 

“One hundred and forty-eight clubs 
have reported co-operation with war 
veterans,” said Mrs. Gordon T. 
Burckes, chairman of this division. 
"Gifts sent to veterans In hospitals and 
their families included 24 afghans, 7 
hath robes, 176 pairs bed socks and 
stockings, 420 pounds candy, 530 
packs of playing cards, carfare for 
veterans, two canary birds for hos- 
pital, 78,540 cigarettes, 145 families, 
supplied clothing; crutches; $413.24 
cash to hospitals, 427 dolls, 275 gal- 
lons fuel oil, six tons coal, 194 gro- 
cery orders, nine exhibits of ex-serv- 
ice men's work, 59 hot water bottle 
covers, four layettes, 622 magnzines, 
3 magazine subscriptions, 15 medical 
supplies, two mattresses, 22 families 
milk, 1,337 miscellaneous gifts, 40 
plnnts, 100 postal cards, 538 puzzles, 
38 pairs rubbers. 67 pairs shoes, 100 
stamps. 38 shoulderettes and sweat- 
ers, and entertainments have been 
supplied to hospitals all during the 
year. Thanksgiving and Christmas 
decorations have been supplied to hos- 
pitals. Visits have been made once 
a month to various hospitals. We have 
sent birthday and Christmas gifts to 
32 women veterans at Dayton. O. Six- 
ty clubs have contributed money to 
this division to carry on this work.” 

Mrs. Leon P. Dutch gave an ac- 
count of the great variety of communi- 
ty service work that reads equally 
voluminous. Needy families clothed 
and fed; milk for children; little lux- 
uries for the aged; work found for 
men. women, young people; play- 
grounds sponsored; civic Improve- 
ments carried through, from beautify- 
ing public squares and forsaken cor- 
ners, to gardens, and the determined 
effort to muke city fathers clear 
streets of debris, papers, atad unsav- 
ory sights. * 

Assistance In industry was reported 
by Mrs. Hazel Albertson, chairman of 
this division, and when one consid- 
ers that on her committee is Mrs. Carl 
L. Schrader, who is actively engaged 
in the Consumers problems under the 
NRA, this means that things are stir- 
ring. A Newton Centre woman also 
serves on this committee. Mrs. W. Z. 
Ripley. Assistance of the physically 
handicapped comes under this head- 
ing, and Is being effectually given. 

In study and Informative groups, 
with attendant efforts to improve con- 
ditions found needing improvement, 
reports showed the wide interest of 
clubwomen. 

"Eight Legislative Conferences held 
in the State, and the moruing session 
of the Midwinter meeting were con- 
ducted by the Legislative department 
of the Federation'' said Mrs. Russell A. 
Cone, chairman. "The deiegute group 
indorsed the ratification of the Child 
Labor Amendment, the penalizing 
slander hy rudio, and the principle of 
[ the Hairdressers’ bill to regulate the 
profession of hairdressers. The chair- 
man lias spoken at thirty clubs, and 
committee members have spokeu at 
thirty-three clubs, making a total of 
sixty-three clubs covered by the de- 
i partment during the year.” 

Cultural, practical, and definite use- 
fulness were shown to he aims that 
can be accomplished. 

“Each year brings us face to face 
with certain definite needs In educa- 
tion, varying with the community," 
said Mrs. Fred L. Pigeon, General 
Federation director of Education. 
“We urge you to face your own local 
problems with intelligent determina- 
tion and wisdom. As pertinent sug- 
gestions we emphasize the following 
issues: Since toduy personality ap- 
pears to be at a premium iu all cir- 
cus, both business und social, we 
should not Ignore the Importance of a 
cultivated voice, the charm und power 
of a distinct diction und the appro- 
priate standards of usage in English.” 

Iu the Institute of Technology the 
alumni is asking that courses lu Eng- 
lish be strengthened so that the stu- 
dents will have the ability to express 
themselves exactly and fluently at 
least in thoir town field. Curtailments 
in budgets must not result in tlte com- 
plete elimination from the curricu- 
lum of culturul subjects, with In- 
creased leisure, avocations, as well as 
vocations, should be provided for. 

“The need today for the uverage 
man and woman to understand the 
complicated economic and political 
situation calls for a new upproacb to 
the study of history. Our teachers In 


this subject should be persons of 
broad understanding ami unbiased 
opinion. 

“There should he a conslcous effort 
made by the school to Inform our 
young people concerning this democra- 
cy of ours, Its governmental structure 
and Its objectives. They should know 
whnt to demand of our Government 
and what they in turn should render 
to our Government. We want our 
young folks to be aligned with law and 
order. 

"The student should be taught to 
look on politics as a high and Impor- 
tant public service, not as an inferior 
or degrading career. The habit of 
many well meaning American people 
of sneering at politicians and politics 
has a tendency to discourage the best 
qualified type of young man and 
woman from entering the field of pub- 
lic affairs. The need of teaching 
money management to the children in 
the public schools was never more 
timely than at the present moment 
and it should be Included In every 
school system as a separate course in 
the curriculum. Our slogan next year 
will be “believe in education.” 

One could continue until many edi- 
tions were filled with amazing arrays 
of these Interests, brought out In a 
"mighty meeting” which left one 
breathless and filled with their mag- 
nitude and with the call to arms to 
continue in the march of progress. But 
there are other matters that we must 
consider. Perhaps the greatest stir of 
the convention came In the consider- 
ation of Resolutions. All but one pre- 
sented were adopted. But that one 
created a furor Indeed 

A resolution which approved mem- 
bership of the United States In the 
League of Nations to promote world 
order and peace was adopted, after 
some objections, the vote being 139 for 
and 89 against. This was sponsored 
by Miss Helena Shipman, of Boston, 
chairman of the International Rela- 
tions committee, who, in making her 
report, emphasized the thought that 
“a clearer understanding of our In- 
terdependent world In contrast to the 
theory of an Isolated state has been 
recognized as well as the tragic 
waste and futility of continuous liv- 
ing in armed camps, where every one 
loses and no profit but to munitions 
makers and their affiliates.” 

Another resolution, also sponsored 
by Miss Shipman, did not receive the 
same happy fate, perhaps because the 
clubwomen did not realize fully Its 
import. Speakers who frankly stated 
they approved the resolution still ad- 
vocated study of It before adoption. A 
similar resolution has been adopted by 
the General Federation. 

Tills resolution put the State Fed- 
eration on record as urging: (1) that 
legislation, as passed by Congress, 
limiting trnfllc in arms and munitions 
contracts bo made permanent in pence 
time: (2) that all exports of arms, 
munitions and their component parts 
be permitted only under Government 
license; (3) that the President (of 
the United Stntes) Instruct our dele- 
gates to the Disarmament Conference 
to support stringent and effective 
means to control the international 
trade in arms, and by continuing to 
Insist on reduction us well as Umita 
tlon of armaments to create a world 
condition making the evil of high- 
pressure salesmanship of arms and 
munitions possible to control." 

Mrs. Frederick G. Smith, a Federa- 
tion past president, elicited a storm of 
applause when she attacked the reso 
lutlon, saying: 

“I don't approve that part of the 
resolution calling for reduction of 
armunieut. Our President is building 
up the navy to treaty strength now 
and I think it would be dangerous to 
limit armaments at this time. We are 
building up the navy to ensure peace, 
not to prepare for war.” 

Miss Shipman defended the resolu- 
tion. declaring: “We are asking for 
control of arms under Government li- 
cense.” 

Mrs. Carl L. Schrader, another past 
Federation president, smoothed out 
the arguments and paved the way tor 
postponement of the resolution which, 
she said, “would have goue over lu a 
big way If time had been granted for 
study." 

Unable to effect a compromise be- 
tween big navy women and pacifists, 
as each side considered the other, the 
clubwomen voted, 375 to 58, to post- 
pone the resolution until the mid- 
winter session next year, to afford 
more time for study. 

There was no such difference of 
opinion registered upon the resolution 
in regard to newspaper featuring of 
crime, the reaction of the clubwomen 
bespeaking plainly their dlsgUBt with 
such newspapers. 

The resolution referring to newspa- 
pers states that the Federation fa- 
vors the elimination of "such emphasis 
in the dully press as tends to glorify 
und muke heroes of those whose con- 
duct endangers the welfare of us all.” 

The resolution assorts that "scream- 
ing headlines and pages of reading 
matter ahout gangsters, featuring the 
most intimute details of the lives of 
criminals,” assume enormous Impor- 
tance in the eyes of young people 
whoso judgment Is not yet formed, 
creuting a condition at variance with 
the best Interest of society. 

Tho resolution further states that 
members of the Federation will 
pledge themselves to speak of It when- 
ever pusslble, thus arousing public 
sentiment throughout the community, 
and also to uphold those pupors 
"whoso policy Ih more enllghteuod and 
whose aluiB are always the better- 
ment of society, in the belief that the 
better newspapers deplore this con- 
dition." 

Reports of the Credentials commit- 
tee Hhowud that there were 736 dele- 
gates present, 256 clubs represented, 
und that 199 clubs had 100 per cent 
delegations In attendance. It would be 
Impossible to list all the clubwomen 
of the Newtons who were present at 


all or some of the sessions. It would 
read like the social register of club 
officers and leaders. One intimate 
detail may be reported that was of In- 
terest, however. In the report of Mrs. 

I. W. Crowell, chairman of Junior 
Membership, she remnrked upon the 
most unusual circumstance of mother 
and daughter being presidents of their 
respective Senior and Junior Clubs at 
the same time, Mrs. Edgar P. Hay be- 
ing president of the West Newton 
Women’s Educational Club and Miss 
Priscilla Hay being president of this 
Junior Club. 

A bit of excitement In friendly in- 
terests occurred when Miss Alice F. 
Titus, who is known to the veteran 
clubwomen as the editor of Federation 
Topics, arrived unexpectedly, just 
back from a world-cruise, and a long 
stay in India, having sailed more than 
30,000 miles and travelled nearly 8,000 
miles on land, and visited 21 different 
countries, In a trip covering a period 
of 33 weeks. She had only landed lu 
New York, after a 24-day cruise from 
Honolulu, the middle of the previous 
week, and In Boston on Monday — 
which no one knew — and no one had 
realized that she might breeze In. She 
wub full of her adventures, and thrill- 
ing to her arrival on home soil, and 
made the centre of many eager groups 
who listened to her graphic and 
amusing descriptions of her experi- 
ences. They lived with her the high 
moment when Bhe saw her mother 
who had been wintering at Pasadena. 
They laughed at her joy In coming 
upon acquaintances unexpectedly lu 
India, California, and in many distant 
ports. And they enjoyed her descrip- 
tion of how she was muddled In her 
sense of direction, for she had spent 
the winter in the eaBt, and now in 
California she found herself going east 
to spend the summer. Quaintly she 
declared that it was a Japanese fruit 
vendor In California who was wise 
enough to set her straight In her prob- 
lem. (Verily is wisdom found some- 
times In strange places!) She told 
him to give her some of California's 
best, when buying some avocadoes, 
as she had never been in this State 
before. “Where have you come from?" 
queried he, guessing that she was u 
New Englander, no doubt. “T^he East 
— Japan,” she answered, thinking to 
make a connecting link with his na- 
tionality. “Oh. you’ve been OUT 
EAST,” he came back quickly, “I 
thought perhaps you’d come from 
BACK EAST.” "So now I know where 
I am!” quoth Alice. 

An announcement of interest was 
made by Mrs. Frederick Glazier 
Smith, namely, that the New England 
Conference of State Federations will 
be held at the New Ocean House. 
September 25th, 26th, and 27th. 

Perhaps the entire convention 
could be summarized briefly In Its in- 
terests ns: Reports satisfying for at- 
tainments, and inspiring for new con- 
quests. Addresses informative, pro- 
vocative. Music at all sessions beau- 
tiful and restful. Exhibits at the ho- 
tel entertaining, attractive. Sociabili- 
ty heart-warming. Intimate. 

Dr. Carl J. Friedrich, professor of 
Government at Harvard University, 
gave a masterly address on Monday 
on the subject “The Result of Nntlonal 
Character on International Relations,” 
pointing out the characteristics of all 
nations in the grand scheme of bal- 
anced absorption. 

On Tuesday, Dr. Philip E. Osgood, 
rector of Emmanuel Church, gave an 
inspirational address on "The Artistry 
of Selfi-Management,” in which he 
urged the “Integration of our powers 
and massing of our possibilities and 
warned against vain emotionalizing 
and specializing of the Imagination in 
a negative direction.” He affirmed that 
“there Is more necessity now than 
in any part of the last century for us 
to consider what we are to be, more 
than what we are to give or have.” 

Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, a past 
President, emphasized the value of 
power in creating public opinion. Mrs. 
Arthur Devens Potter, another past 
President, expressed the thought that 
"it Is encouraging to learn that the 
younger generation are using their 
bruins to find a way to settle things 
without war. “Youth,” she said, “may 
you take this problem in your hands 
and may God be with you.” 

Wednesday morning climaxed the ! 
convention in the always touchlug, 
thrilling, and personal last momenta 
of farewells to beloved officers and 
welcoming of the new. It didn't seem 
possible that Mrs. Bennett had served 
the allotted two yeai'B as president, 
until one saw the marshalling of 
many, nmny North Shore clubwomen 
In a section, who had come to pay 
loving, loyal tribute to the leuder 
who was one of them. And In an- 
other section over forty clubwomen 
from Whitinsvllle waved bright red 
roses and offered homage to the new 
leader from uniongst them. Flowers, 
fiowera, fragrant, in all the lovely col- 
ors, choice, stately — this perhaps the 
most evident token that tho great mo- 
ment of changing regimes had arrived. 
Endlessly It seemed that the ushers 
pusaed down the aisle with these trib- 
utes from udnilring friends and as- 
sociates, and to add to the allure there 
wore mysterious packages carefully 
wrapped and tied with guy ribbons, 
precious gifts from clubs, from dis- 
tricts, from Individuals. ** 

Cheers und hearty applause greet- 
ed the report of the chairman of tell- 
ers that the ballot us submitted by 
the Nominating committee had been 
elected unanimously. (See this col- 
umn in tho GRAPHIC of March 30th). 

A delightfully "personal” noto was 
tho presence of Mr. Walker who had 
come from Whitinsvllle to have the 
thrill of seeing his wife take over the 
gavel of the highest club ofilce lu the 
Stute. 

A tender moment, too, was the one 
in which Mrs. Bennett, affectionately, 
sweetly, paid tribute to the retiring 
treasurer, Mrs. Frederick 8. Davis,

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A Lecture on Christian Science 

Entitled 

Christian Science: Its Assurance to a Troubled World 

By 

PETER V. ROSS, C.S.B., of San Francisco, California 

Member of the Board of Lectureship of The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ Scientist, In Boston, Massachusetts 


An audience that filled the church 
auditorium and Sunday School room 
attended a free public lecture on 
Christian Science, in First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, Nowtonville, on Sun- 
day evening, May 27. The lecturer, 
Mr. Peter V. Boss, of San Francisco, 
California was introduced by the First 
Reader of the church, Mr. Wm, E. 
McKee, who spoke as follows: 
Friends: — 

On behalf of First Church of ChrlBt, 
Scientist, of Newton, it is my pleas- 
ure to extend to each and every one 
a most cordial welcome. 

It has been said that the compo- 
nent parts of an enjoyable and profit- 
able evening are an Interesting sub- 
ject: a well-informed exponent of the 
subject; and an appreciative audi- 
ence. 

We certainly have nn interesting 
subject in Christian Science, or Chris- 
tian Healing as found in the Bible 
and set forth In Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures by our 
beloved Lender Mary Baker Eddy. 

We have such an exponent in our 
lecturer who is a member of the Chris- 
tian Science Board of Lectureship of 
The Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ Scientist in Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, and who has proved in his 
own experiences the power of Truth 
to heal the sick and the sinning. 

And I am sure you will be a most 
appreciative audience for you have 
come here to gain a better under- 
standing of this healing Truth, So, let 
us proceed to the enjoyment of our 
evening together. 

I am most happy to present to you, 
Mr. Peter V. Ross of San Francisco 
who will now address you. 

His subject Is "Christian Science; 
Its Assurance to a Troubled World." 

MR. ROSS. 

In recent years the English speak- 
ing race. Indeed western civilization, 
has been stirred to its depths by Mary 
Baker Eddy In her discovery and pre 
sentation of Christian Science. To 
countloss thousands tills Science has 
become their avowed religion, and 
has cast their lives, as they gratefully 
acknowledge, into a larger and finer 
mold. Other countless thousands 
never have read Mrs. Eddy.’s great 
book "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures.” Possibly they 
never have heard her name or spoken 
the words "Christian Science.” Cer- 
tainly they have not consciously ac- 
cepted the religion. They may even 
disapprove what they suppose it to 
be. 

Yet they have not escaped its sweet 
persuasion or healing touch, because 
its beneficent influence now has been 
at work in the world over half a 
century, and indirectly, if not directly, 
has reached multitudes who have not 
known its name. They voice its 
truths and live its precepts and enjoy 
its blessings, In some measure, quite 
unaware that the power which en- 
riches their lives and makes for them 
a better world is Christian Science, 
and that their benefactor is Mary 
Baker Eddy. 

She found this Science In the Scrip- 
tures. its cornerstone is perfect God 
and perfect man, here and now. To 
trace the growth of a nation’s Idea 
of Deity is nn interesting study, be- 
cause it Is to trace the spiritual de- 
velopment of the people. The He- 
brew concept of the Supreme Being 
was long centuries unfolding. The 
Bible portrnys the unfoldment in word 
pictures of rurc color and vividness. 
It is a library in itself. Between its 
coverB are Bixty-six volumes, the 
flower of Hebrew literature. He who 
has not read the Bible attentively, in 
the light of Christian Science, has 
awaiting him an experience highly 
pleasurable and profitable. 

SPIRITUAL PROGRESS 

Its central theme is the advancing 
conception of Deity in the thought of 
the Hebrew race. To Abruhum, when 
four thousand years ago he left the 
ancestral homo in Ur of the Chaldees 
to sojourn in the land of promise, 
God, it seems, was scarcely more 
than a chieftain or king, great indeed, 
yet nevertheless human in form and 
temperament. Thus in that charm- 
ing pastoral of the plains of Mature, 
portrayed in the eighteenth chapter of 
Genesis, the patriarch, after the "three 
men” had turned their faces toward 
Sodom, remained standing before the 
Lord, and, drawing near, pleaded with 
Him to stay His purpose to destroy 
the city on account of its iniquities, 
if there should be found therein even 
ten righteous men. The Lord, hav- 
ing given His promise, went His way, 
and Abraham returned unto his place. 

A slow process was spiritual de- 
velopment in those primitive days, 
todiously slow, as spiritual progress 
has always been. Hence It is not 
surprising that seven hundred years 
after Abraham, when JoBhua had suc- 
ceeded Moses In the leadership of the 
Hebrews, Jehovah, to their mistaken 
sense, was a god of war and ven- 
geance. Therefore, when tho Hebrews 
entered upon the conquest of Canaan, 
following their spectacular escape 
from Egypt and forty years of weary 
wandering in the wilderness, they 
supposed that God approved their 
ruthless attacks on tribes whose only 
offense against the Hebrew^ was oc- 
cupying territory overflowing with 
milk and honey which the Hebrews 
coveted. 

But If progress In spiritual things 
was wearisomely slow with the He- 
brews it was none the less certain, 
for when seven centuries more hud 
rolled by they could llBton to the 
admonition or Mlcah, as he preached 
by the wayside in Judah: "He haLU 
showed thee, O man, what Is good: 
and what doth the Lord require of 
thee, but to do Justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy 
aod?" 


Still another Beven hundred years 
and Christ Jesus entered the arena 
of human history. By that time the 
Hebrews had so far advanced in spiri- 
tual discernment that they hod Borne 
appreciation of his statement, made 
during his conversation with the Sa- 
maritan woman at the well, that God 
Is Spirit. So that in the New Testa- 
ment, whose twenty-seven books were 
written at various times during the 
first hundred years following the 
crucifixion, Deity la no longer re- 
ferred to as corporeal or manlike but, 
someMmen by implication and at other 
times expressly, Is defined as Mind. 
Life, Love. 

DEITY AND LIFE IDENTICAL 

It remained, however, for Mary 
Baker Eddy, in her tireless quest for 
truth during the last half of the nine- 
teenth century, to grasp the full 
meaning and significance of this en- 
lightened concept of Deity, and to 
set it forth in language and logic so 
graphic and unmistakable that he who 
runs may read and understand. In 
one place (Science and Health, page 
465) she defines God as "Infinite Mind, 
Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, Truth, 
Love.” And In another (Retrospec- 
tion and Introspection, page 69) she 
writes: "Life Is a term used to in 
dlcate Deity; and every other name 
for the Supreme Being, if properly 
employed, has the signification of 
Life.” 

From this point of vantage It Is 
easy to see how God can bo every- 
where and All-in-all, for obviously 
Life, Mind, Principle are everywhere 
and all-pervading. No place or pur- 
pose, then, remains for man but to 
abide in Life and reflect Life. Paul, 
Hpeaking on this Issue with his usual 
Intensity, declares that In God "we 
live, and move, and have our being; 1 ’ 
and that God la "above all, and 
through all, and In you all.” It is 
perfectly accurate, there, to de- 
flne man as the expression or mani- 
festation of Life — Life without be- 
ginning or danger or disease or end. 
To contemplate this scientific truth is 
to look into the perfect law of liberty. 
Is to understand and apply the divine 
law which sets man free from the 
suppositional laws of sickness and de- 
crepitude. 

The recognition of this true status 
of God and man is the basis of Chris- 
tian Science practice. Treatment or 
prayer in Science, in the case of sick- 
ness, consists largely in realizing, as 
clearly as one may, the unity of man 
with Life harmonious and irrepress- 
ible, and the consequent impossi- 
bility, save in belief or appearance, of 
Inaction, inflammation, or Infirmity of 
any kind. 

Indeed, disease is a mesmeric state 
induced by the erroneous assumption 
that life inheres in matter and there- 
fore that the material body has pleas- 
ure and pain. This mesmerism 1b 
broken by a recognition that God In 
His goodness and love has not made 
sickness and evil nor does He permit 
them to torment His creatures. 

Eternal Life, of which the Scrip- 
tures aver man Is the Image and like- 
ness, really cannot be in pain or 
jeopardy. Life knows no opposit!6n 
and brooks no interference, but. un- 
fettered and uncontaminnted, is in 
operation throughout man’s being, 
even where disease may seem to hold 
sway. Having one’s spiritual self In 
thought as the "temple,” what more 
reverent, more rational, more potent 
prayer can one utter than to declare: 
"The Lord is in his holy temple, let 
all the enrth (error, evil, disease) 
keep silence before him"? 

DISEASE EXTINGUISHED 

Did not Christ Jesus have this law, 
this truth, in thought when he an- 
nounced, "I and my Father are one”? 
Out of the sense of power which the 
realization of his oneness with God 
gave him, he spoke with authority to 
the evils and diseases which infest 
mortal existence, and put them to 
flight. People flocked to him for 
help. On one occasion a palsied man 
was carried by his friends. Finding 
the house packed on their arrival, 
they opened tho roof and lowered- the 
helpless man, bed and all, into tho 
midst beforo JeBus. "Son,” said Jesus, 
thy sins be forgiven thee. . . Arise, 
take up thy bed, and go thy way Into 
thino house. And immediately he 
arose, took up his bed, and went 
forth before them all.” 

Where'er he went nflliction fled,” 
and this oftentimes without any direct 
effort on his part, apparently. People 
who came into his presence, listen- 
ing to his speech or touching him in 
tho throng, took on new hope and 
strength. They forgot their hunger, 
their bodily infirmities, their angulHh 
of remorse. Ears were unstopped 
and eyos were opened. Three of hi* 
disciples, at the transfiguration, real- 
ized the prayer f 

I ask no dream no pnsslng ecstasy, 
No sudden rending of this veil of 
clay; 

Just send thine angol thoughts 
througli opening skies 
To take the dimness of my vision 
away. 

Then, with spiritual sense quickened, 
they saw the ancient prophets Moses 
and Elias in communion with their 
Master, and realized that individual 
men and women do not come to an 
end at the experience called death but 
live on invisible to dull matorlnl 


CHRIST JESUS 

Every individual, gross though he 
may be apparently, has some spark 
of the divine, that is to say, some 
measure of genuine intelligence and 
goodness. The divine In these simple 
folk responded to the boundless life 
and love of which their Master was 


full to overflowing. Deep answered 
unto deep. They caught, as by re- 
flection, the thrill and power of end- 
less life which held sway in this su- 
preme figure who called himself the 
son of man or the Son of God ac- 
cording to his mood. They felt, in 
some degree, the force of Mrs. Eddy’s 
profound observation, "Whatever is 
possible to God, Is possible to man 
as God’s reflection” (Miscellaneous 
Writings, page 183). 

Jeaus declared that It was not he 
who wrought the remarkable works, 
but the Father dwelling in him, that 
is, the divine Principle operating 
through him to the silencing of ma- 
terial limitations. In other words, It 
was the Christ that Inspired him with 
confidence and Invested him with do- 
minion. By Christ Is meant, to use 
Mrs. Eddy’s illuminating definition, 
"The divine manifestation of God, 
which comeB to the flesh to destroy 
incarnate error” (Science and Health, 
page 583). 

It is safe to say that no one, not 
even the early followers of Christ 
Jesus, has had a more accurate esti- 
mate of his teachings than has Mary 
Baker Eddy, Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science. Her spiritual 
insight, penetrative and sympathetic, 
discerned the purpose of his career, 
appreciated tho magnitude and gran- 
deur of his life, and, above all, com- 
prehended the Science he employed 
in healing the sick and raising the 
dead. She silenced the age-long sup- 
position that his extraordinary works 
were miracles in the usual sense of 
the word. 

She saw that they were wrought 
not in contravention of law but in ac- 
cordance with law — spiritual law. 
understood by him and understand- 
able by others; and therefore that 
they were as natural and inevitable 
as they were significant in showing 
that spiritual man, real selfhood. Is 
Invulnerable to the attacks of mor- 
tality. She could understand and be- 
lieve his workB as readily as she could 
his words, hecause she could see how 
one who gives himself into the hands 
of divine Principle attains tho mas- 
tery of sin, disease, and death. 

There are those, it Is true, who are 
skeptical about the New Testament 
biographies of Jesus, and sincerely 
so. Yet how has any one the right 
to question the acts ascribed to Jeaus 
until he himself has reached the 
stature of sinless manhood? Who 
can Bay what potentialities reside in 
perfect man? In dealing with this 
subject Mrs. Eddy has penned some 
of the finest passages in English 
prose. Her chapter on "Atonement 
and Eucharist" in tho Christian Sci- 
ence textbook is a masterful melody 
of words, while at the same time a 
profound and enlightening elucida 
tion of spiritual truths. 

TRUTH IN OPERATION 

Thua has she brought assurance of 
relief to a troubled world. She has 
given cheer, courage, and actual free- 
dom to multitudes who otherwise had 
been In despair. Many are they, who 
through the study of her writings, 
huve equipped themselves to speak 
with authority to tho various types of 
sin nml sickness to which flesh is 
heir. How hope revives in the sick 
room when a practitioner enters calm 
and assured because more than once 
has he seen pain retreat before truth! 

And what la the truth which audibly 
and Inaudlbly he declares to the suf- 
ferer until the distress abates? That 
Life, hiB life, is God, and therefore 
that strength and energy and har- 
monious action are his to the Inner- 
most recesses of his being; that the 
ailment, whatever its type, Jb at most 
temporary and evanescent, and ac- 
tually not there, for the presence of 
God, of omnipotent Life and Love, 
makes the presence of sickness Im- 
possible. 

This, and more of like character, 
will the practitioner affirm, until the 
Insidious belief of suffering— for suf- 
fering is in belief rather than in ac- 
tuality — gives way to tho realization 
flint man in the likeness of God Is for- 
ever out of reach of disease and 
danger. These enemies exist, if at 
all, only in the realm of human belief; 
and when they are faced and chal- 
lenged as without cause or founda- 
tion they cannot do otherwise than 
retire from the field of human ex- 
perience. 

Sin and sickness are healed in Sci- 
ence by the same process. And what 
a glorious achievement it Is to sep- 
arate, In thought, disease from the 
person to whom it would cling, and. 
with the power of Science, prove Its 
nothingness. There is no achieve- 
ment more satisfying, unlesB it be to 
detach evil from the person it would 
defile and with Truth's weapons ex- 
terminate it. Yet every individual 
has it in his power, at least In some 
degree, to enter into the joy of these 
achievements and have part in tho 
final conquest of sin and sickness. 

For he can ceaBe from talking and 
picturing evil and disease — cease 
from fastening them, in thought, up- 
on himself and others. Thus he can 
withdraw, immediately and continu- 
ously, his support from these would- 
be enemies. Unsustainod by human 
fear and belief they cannot long en- 
dure. And on tho other hand he can 
cultivate the hnbit of fearlessly fac- 
ing these foes as the falsities and va- 
garies of mortal mind, and resolutely 
realizing that they are unreal, un- 
known to God and to Ilis man and 
universe. 

The world of industry and com 
morce has need of Christian Science. 
Suppose a business Is sick almost 
unto dissolution. At least one of tho 
directors may refuse to be alarmed. 
He recognizes that the enterprise 
holds a legitimate even a benoficent 
place in tho community, offering 
needed employment and producing 
needed commodities. He courageously 
insists that such an institution hns 
tiie support and guidance of Principle, 
and therefore Jlmt tho Btonn of com- 
petition and depression cannot pre- 
vail against it, nor can internal din 
senslou or inefllciency work its dis- 
integration. 

He maintains that unerring Mind 
directs those in charge of the busi- 


ness, employer and employee alike, 
and therefore that confusion and ml* 
takes cannot Interfere with a right 
outcome of the venture. In this way 
divine intelligence will be brought to 
bear in the premises, either to save 
tho business or to place those con- 
nected with it into some new situa- 
tion of usefulness and success, 

PRESENT PERFECTION 

These simple illustrations, which 
could be extended Indefinitely, show 
how ChriBtlan Science, though purely 
Idealistic or spiritual, can be applied 
to matter-of-fact affaire to bring about 
better conditions in dally life. Tho 
fact that Science can thua be utilized 
accounts for the ’strong appeal it 
makes to a world struggling with Its 
multiplicity of economic and social 
problems. 

Ah men and nations accept the 
teachings of Christian Science, the 
human mind begina to part with Its 
limitations. Then individuals begin 
to recognize the universe more nearly 
as it Ib and to envisage the health, 
abundance, and opportunity which 
are the legitimate birthright of man. 
Thereby does mankind get glimpses 
of that ultimate * perfection which 
characterlzea reality; for it would be 
a bold man who would argue that 
God’s creation falls Bbort of perfec- 
tion. 

Biology believes that man began a 
low, simple form of life, in an in- 
conceivably remote past, and through- 
out the ages has been tolling upward 
toward a perfection attainable, If at 
all, in a future still dim and distant 
Theology teaches that man began 
perfect, only thereafter to fall through 
disobedience; and that now his chief 
concern is to recapture that perfec 
tion. 

Christian Science Insists that spirl 
tual man, true selfhood, was never 
less than perfect, never Jobs than 
eternal Life expreHsed; and that per- 
fection is man’s real status now. Sci- 
entifically speaking, therefore, man is 
not working toward perfection; rather 
Is he working from perfection, ever 
growing and expanding, “rising higher 
nnd higher from a houndless basis,” to 
use Mrs. Eddy's colorful words from 
page 258 of "Science and Health", 

For perfection is not static, no 
more than ore Life and Mind, which 
undeniably are in constant and per- 
petual operation. Jesus sums this up 
emphatically when he declares, "My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work.” 
A state of rest or completion, with- 
out further work or continued ca- 
pacity for unfoldment or higher 
heights to climb, would be intoler- 
able. To paraphrase Tennyson’s stir- 
ring lines 

Man desires no isles of the blest, no 
quiet seats of the just, 

To rest In a golden grove, or to bask 
in a summer sky: 

Give him the wages of going on, and 
not to die. 

MESMERIC REALM 

When it Is remembered that God 
is Mind and Spirit it must be con- 
ceded thnt man, genuinely, is mental 
nnd spiritual. It is of God and of 
spiritual man in His likeness that per- 
fection is predicated. Confessedly man 
conceived materially is lamentably 
imperfect. There are not two men, 
one material and the other spiritual. 
What is called material man really is 
not man but simply the human mind’s 
mistaken sense of man; for the human 
mind, itself limited and material, en- 
tertains a limited and material sense 
of man and the universe. 

Hence the importance, in Science 
practice, of Insisting at the outset 
upon present perfection, perfect God 
nml perfect man, regardless of what 
the human mind or corporeal Bense 
may testify to the contrary; doing so 
intelligently nnd gratefully. In this 
mental attitude, which is the effectual 
prayer of the righteous man, the in- 
dividual will begin to gain the true 
sense of self and lose the false. In 
other words he will begin to part 
with his heaviness and Infirmities and 
begin to experience more of the con- 
fidence and freedom which inalien- 
ably are his. This is what Paul cnlls 
putting off the old man and putting 
on tho new. It is an undertaking to 
which every individual may direct 
himself. Indeed to which he must 
direct himself if he would work out 
ilia salvation. 

Fear, danger, limitation — all grow 
out of the supposition that man is a 
material creature inhabiting a ma- 
terial universe. All discord, disease, 
accidents are unrealities of the mes- 
meric mental realm in which man and 
things are believed to be material. 
Freedom and safety, on the other 
hand, are assured to spiritual man in- 
habiting the unobstructed realm of 
Spirit; and. genuinely, every indi- 
vidual is spiritual. There can be no 
dangers and impediments to spiritual 
man; but certain security and inex- 
tinguishable existence. Here is the 
truth which protects him who realizes 
it from disaster and destruction. 

MATERIAL SYMBOLS 

To affirm that man and the universe 
are spiritual obviously is to challenge 
tho validity of matter. Yet to ques- 
tion the reality of matter, whether It 
appears in the human body or in the 
external world, ia not to question the 
existence of man or the world or 
the things therein: It is only to ques- 
tion tho accuracy of our concept of 
them. For matter, far from being 
tlio formidable substance it fleems, la 
tho human mind’s limited sonso of 
thingB. In disposing of matter, there- 
fore, we are not combating an entity 
but correcting a mistaken concep- 
tion, And wo correct that concept 
through exchanging limited corporeal 


sense for spiritual seme full and un- 
restricted. 

Putting matter In ft* moat favor- 
able light, we may say that what 
the human mind or corporeal sense 
vaguely sees in the landscape, tree, 
bird, or man is not the actual but a 
symbol of the true and genuine. And 
aa corporeal sense yields to spiritual 
sense the symbols disappear and the 
stately structure of reality appears. 
Hence the farce of Paul's admonition, 
"Let that Mind be in you which was 
also in Christ Jesus;” for then will 
materiality, with the limitation and 
suffering that follow In Its train, de- 
part from human experience. 

To dim corporeal sense, or the unll- 
lumined human mind, the world may 
seem dull and drab— a place where 
strife and privation appear to be In 
ascendency. To spiritual aenne the 
world Is appareled in celestial light— 
a place of peace and Joy and uninter- 
rupted usefulness. There are those 
in our midst today who at times get 
glimpses of this new earth and heaven 
precisely where Jesus located It; for 
did he not say, "The kingdom of God 
is within you”, that is, in conscious- 
ness awaiting recognition by every 
Individual?

There it is that fear, 
ignorance, and aln would sow that 
consternation from which germinate 
disease and despair. And it Is there 
that these components and com- 
panions of animal magnetism, of evil 
and mortality in action, must be in- 
telligently and fearlessly rooted out, 
not only for the sake of peace and 
happiness but in behalf of health and 
longevity. 

The reaction of the body to mental 
moods Is as inevitable as It Is obvious, 
for consciousness is the body’s archi- 
tect and builder and not only plans 
the edifice but furnishes the materials. 
Selfish, frightened, vicious thought 
darkens and disfigures the counte- 
nance, but it also intenuptB digestion, 
stifles respiration, clogs every physi- 
ological function. So that it is bio- 
logically true that he who habitually 
entertains mean, hateful, fearsome 
thoughts, when he might beam with 
love, gratitude, magnanimity, literally 
does not half live out his days.

On Bigelow and Day 
Schools Started 

Newton Workmen Being Em- 
ployed on Both Projects 

Work Is proceeding rapidly on the 
additions to the Bigelow Junior High 
School on Park st., Newton. 

The plans call for the addition of 
a new wing three stories high con- 
taining bIx class rooms and three 
special rooms. There will also be a 
stage built at the end of the gymna- 
sium, which will In the future he 
used as an auditorium and a new 
cafeteria will be installed In the old 
auditorium.

Work has been started on the new 
addition to the P. A. Day Junior 
High School and is proceeding rapid- 
ly. Every effort Is being made to 
complete the work before school re- 
opens In September. The new addi- 
tion will provide four new class rooms 
* and a large ground floor play room. 
It has been designed by James H. 
Ritchie, Architect, and the contrac- 
tor is A. Piotti Company.

Upper Falls

gasoline filling station at Boylston and 
Chestnut streets, Upper Falls. John 
J. Walsh of Boston, an attorney in- 
terested In the station, appeared for 
the petitioner. He said that last 
fall the Aldermen granted a petition 
for a steel building but that neigh- 
bors had requested that a brick build- 
ing be erected Instead to Improve the 
appearance of the station. He said 
the reason the steel structure waB 
not erected was because of construc- 
tion work on the turnpike. 

Mrs. Harriet Grilley of 744 Quinobe- 
quin road, Upper Falls said her home 
is next to the filling station and the 
locus of the latter is so small that 
It will be quite dangerous and near- 
ly impossible for her to get in or out 
of her property, as there 1 b no side- 
walk along the street. She could not 
understand how the Alderman voted 
to permit a station at the place. Miss 
Mery Sullivan of Bay State road, Bos- 
ton said she and her family have 
owned the lot on the opposite corner 
from the station Tor 70 years; that 
the Aldermen two years ago took 
away a tenant from her and gave 
him to the owners of the filling sta- 
tion across the street, leaving her 
“holding the bag.” She said that 
Mr. Walsh was well paid when the 
State took most of the lot where the 
filling station Is located, and that if 
she applies for a similar permit, she 
cannot very well be refused one as 
her lot Is in a business zone.

Former Newton Minister 

Honored With Degree 

Rev. Adelbert L. Hudson, minister 
of Channlng Church from 1901 to 1910, 
has received the degree of doctor of 
divinity from the Pacific Unitarian 
School for the Ministry at Berkeley, 
Calif., where he preached the bacca- 
laureate at the recent commencement. 
Dr. Hudson, now 80 years old, still car- 
ries the active pastoral duties of the 
First Parish Church of Dorchester, 
where he was settled In 1921. Of New 
England ancestry, descended through 
Ills mother from Rev. John Lathrop of 
Barnstable, he was bora In Richland, 
Oswego County, N. Y. t but went wU*h 
his family in early youth to Iowa. Af- 
ter graduation from Iowa State Uni- 
versity he entered the practice of law 
at Sioux City. In 1885 he was one of 
a group of seven men who organized 
the FlrHt Unitarian Church of that 
city. After ton years at the bar he 
gave up a successful practice to carry 
out the purpose, cherished from boy- 
hood, of entering the ministry. While 
studying at Harvard Divinity School 
lie was culled to Suit Lake City, 
where he ronderud effective service 
111 building up the Unitarian Church. 
After throe years each in Salt Luke 
City and Buffalo he came to Newton, 
where his service of ten years made 
a deep impression on the church aud 
the community. Between his pastor- 
ates lu Newton and Dorchester he was 
for eight years at the historic First 
Parish of Quincy. Dr. Hudson holds 
the degrees of A.B. and LL.B. from 
luwn State University and S.T.B. aud 
A M. from Harvard.

NEWTON WINS FROM 
BROOKLINE IN TENTH 
TO TIE FOR FIRST 

Last week Friday afternoon New- 
ton high ended Its baseball season 
with a thrilling 3 to 2 ten-inning vic- 
tory over Brookline high. Johnny 
Waters provided a real Frank Merri- 
well touch to the game when he 
poled out a home run In the ninth 
inning to tie the score at 2 all. In 
the tenth the locals managed to push 
the winning run across when short- 
stop Sullivan of Brookline fielded 
Capt. Charley Flagg's smash and 
threw the ball Into the dirt at first 
base. The win also put Newton Into 
a top tie for honors in the Suburban 
league race with the Cambridge Lat- 
in nine which defeated Rlndge Tech 
7 to 1 the Bame afternoon. As the 
curtain has rung down on the schol- 
astic baseball season there will be no 
play-off for the championship. 

There were exciting moments all 
through the Newton-Brookline game 
with repeated threats being turned 
back on both sides. The early run 
scoring of both teams was somewhat 
tainted with Waters’ home run the 
only yarned counter of the game. Pit- 
chers Joe Greene of Newton and Cap- 
tain Joe Walsh of Brookline had a bit- 
ter duel In which the Wealthy Towner 
had somewhat the better of it In hold- 
ing Newton to four hits while the 
visitors collected ten. 

Brookline threatened in the very 
first inning. An out, singles by Van 
Dam and Walsh, and a base on balls 
Allied the sacks with Jim Sullivan, 
shortstop, at bat. On an attempted 
squeeze Sullivan’s bunt dropped dead 
enabling Pete Morrison, Newton 
catcher, to pick up the ball, step on 
the plate to force Van Dam and 
double Sullivan at first. 

Newton’s most dangerous threat 
came in the fourth inning. Waters 
singled and Mascfa sent him to third, 
with a ringing double to centre. 
With none out Coach Jones played 
for the two runs and ordered the 
batterB to hit. Spillman and Byrne 
popped out on Infield flies and then 
Walsh bore down to 'fan Bosworth 
and end the inning. 

In the fifth McDermott drew a 
walk and went to third on Morrison's 
single. Green grounded to short and 
McDermott held third. Sullivan tos- 
sed to second baseman Hartigan to 
force Morrison. The Newton catcher 
slid into the bag with a football 
block and dumped Hartigan. Me 
Dermott raced home with the first 
run of the game with Brookline ris- 
ing in indignation with the claim 
of interference, which umpire Bill 
Cleary denied. 

In the next inning Brookline count- 
ered with two runs to take the lead. 
Walsh led off with a grounder to 
short on which Waters' throw to 
first was wide. Jimmy Byrne ap- 
parently tagged Walsh out on the 
baseline but the umpire called him 
safe. Sullivan hunted toward first 
and Byrne had to hold the ball 
while both runners were safe as no- 
body covered firBt. On a double steal 
Morrison’s throw to Flagg at third 
was a little high and the Newton 
captain dropped the ball. McPhee 
bunted and Byrne’s toss to Morrison 
was too late to get Walsh on the 
squeeze play at the plate, but Mor- 
rison’s peg to Spillman, covering first, 
retired the batter. Sullivan went to 
third on the play and scored on Con- 
aty’s fly to Mascla in centre. 

Greene issued two walks in the 
seventh but tightened and Brookline 
never threatened again. WatBh was 
going good and retired Newton in 
order for the three next frames. The 
Brookline margin of one run looked 
bigger and bigger until Waters came 
through with his tremendous smash 
as the first batter in the last of the 
ninth.

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THE NO-MARKING SYSTEM 

With the close of the school year there is some indication 
that the no-marking system which was inaugurated last fall in 
the elementary schools throughout the city has not been en- 
tirely satisfactory. Petitions are being circulated by parents 
opposed to the system and will be presented to the School Com- 
mittee at its meeting on June nineteenth. It is quite probable 
that the system has faults, as did the former method of competi- 
tive marking. From our understanding of the situation when it 
was adopted we believed that much of the success of the new 
method" was dependent upon the ability of the teachers to ad- 
minister it. We make no claim that the criticism that is being 
raised at present is due to failure in this respect. We have no 
means of ascertaining whether or not the opposition is raised 
by the voice of the majority or a minority. With a change to 
be made during the summer months in the office of superintend- 
ent of schools we can see no immediate practical solution. We 
believe that the best course for all concerned would be to defer 
action until the beginning of the school year. At that time it 
would be a simple matter for the school department to make a 
survey of the parents of children in the schools where the 
no-marking system is in use and obtain an accurate picture of 
the feelings of the parents. 

THE POLICE BILL 

This week the House of Representatives defeated by a marg- 
in of more than forty votes the so-called police unification 
bill advocated by Governor Ely and many other prominent 
citizens. The bill has been revived through the special message 
of yesterday and more acrimonious debate will probably ensue. 
It is interesting to note that nine Democrats supported their 
Governor while a majority of Republican members favored the 
measure. We believe that there is an urgent need for legislation 
along these lines.

The defeat of the hill for unifica- 
tion of the police, the establishment 
of a police training school and other 
minor provisions was the outstand- 
ing bit of action on Beacon Hill this 
week. The House Ways and Means 
Committee, to whom the hill was re- 
ferred after a stormy passage through 
the Senate where most of the teeth 
were removed from it, reported fav- 
orably upon the measure. In order 
to save some time the Committee re- 
ported the bill as It received it and 
offered various floor amendments to 
restore the provisions deleted by the 
upper brunch of the Legislature. Rep- 
resentative Baker was in charge of 
these several amendments while Rep. 
Cahill, House floor-leader and chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee 
which drew up the bill, was in charge 
of the main bill. Various other amend- 
ments were offered, some seeking to 
enlarge the scope of the bill and Borne 
seeking to restrict it further. Debate 
on the matter lasted for nearly three 
hours Wednesday afternoon. When 
the vote was taken the opposition 
grew more and more boisterous as 
each amendment was put and It was 
apparent that the bill was lost. Fi- 
nally, after all amendments were re- 
fused, a roll-call vote on the main bill 
Bhowed 125 in opposition and 84 in 
favor. Newton’s three Representa- 
tives Baker, Brimblecom and Luitwle- 
ler were among the minority. Of 
about one hundred Democratic mem- 
bers of the House but nine voted in 
favor of the bill while some twenty 
odd Republicans joined with the great 
number of Deraocratics to defeat the 
bill. 

On Thursday morning a motion to 
reconsider the vote was asked by Rep. 
Cahill who also moved to postpone ac- 
tion on the motion. Postponement 
was adopted after some debate. About 
twelve thirty a joint convention of 
both branches of the Legislature was 
called and Governor Ely addressed 
them with a special message regard- 
ing the police bill. The Governor 
minced no words in his address and 
at the afternoon sessions of the two 
branches much criticism of his ad- 
dress was made when the question 
came on referring the address to the : 
Committee on Judiciary. The same 
bill which the House defeated on Wed- 
nesday wus then revived through 
adoption of the postponed motion to 
reconsider and then it was recommit- 
ted to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee in order that they might have the 
entire question before them again. 
Whether or not the Governor’s ad- 
dress will swing sufficient Bupoprt for 
the measure to have it adopted seems 
to be a question which will only be 
answered when the Committee re- 
ports buck and it Is expected that 
prorogation, which was believed possi- 
ble next week, may be delayed some 
days. 

Speaker Saltonstall of the House of 
Representatives took the floor on Mon- 
day for the second time this session. 
The lower branch bad passed to be 
engrossed the bill providing that the 
State PollcL*whall he called into a la- 
bor disturbance in a city or town

Also for protection 
against possible banditry. 

Two new motorcycles lying Idle at 
the police garage; no provision for mo- 
torcycle officers to ride them. Two 
motorcycle officers on duty days In- 
stead of eight days and nights as in 
former years. Speeding rampant on 
the principal thoroughfares of this 
city. Violations of traffic and auto- 
mobile laws increasingly prevalent. 
Fewer autolsts brought into court 
for such offences than In the past. 
More serious automobile accidents In 
the city. Fatal automobile accidents 
occurring. 

Plenty of money being spent to pro- 
vide against possible banditry. Less 
protection against the biggest prob- 
lem police face today — control of au- 
tomobile traffic; not a possibility but 
an actuality. Persons killed by auto- 
mobiles— and plenty are being killed, 
are just as dead as the few who 
might be killed by bandits’ bullets. 
And the prominent citizens and offi- 
cials who importune for stern meas- 
ures against bandits, use their Influ- 
ence to assist those who kill and malm 
by reckless driving of automobiles to 
escape not only proper punishment, 
but even any punishment. And the 
“safety drives” continue. 


The number of human vermin who 
cruise Newton streets In automobiles 
accosting women and girls, annoying 
and frightening them, la on the in- 
crease. This Is one of the results of 
having no policemen doing foot patrol 
duty along most of the streets in this 
city. 


only upon request of the mayor or se- 
lectmen on a roll coll vote of 104 to 
101. After acting upon another mat- 
ter the Speaker left the rostrum and 
asked for reconsideration of the pre- 
vious vote. He urged that the House 
should not tie the Governor’s hands, 
whoever the Chief Executive might be, 
and that the hill was not a labor mea- 
sure but was a question of peace. The 
bill, he believed, constituted a direct 
increase in the danger of violence. Re- 
consideration prevuiled on a voice 
vote and the question recurred on 
passing the bill to be engrossed. On a 
roll call the bill was then defeated 
by 107 to 100. On both occasions the 
three Newton Representatives voted 
against the bill and on the second 
roll-call Speaker Saltonstall'a name 
wus added to those against it. 

Senator Ilollis led an attempt to 
override the Governor’s veto on a bill 
exempting Spanish War veterans from 
civil service In the Senate early this 
week and was successful 25 to 9. 
When the House took up the matter 
the Governor’s veto was sustained by 
u vote of 121 to 82. With barely more 
than a third voting to sustain the 
Governor the bill wus defeated. Rep- 
resentatives Baker and Lultwleler vot- 
ed to suHtuln the Governor and Rep. 
Brimblecom to override.

' tween Mrs. Irene Sylvester Chubb, 
of St. Louis, Mo., representing the 
. League of Women Voters, and Mr. 
, Noel Sargent, of New York, secretary 
of the National Association of Man- 
, ufnctnrers. Mrs. Chubb reported the 
j League of Women voters already had 
indorsed both old-age pensions nnd 
j unemployment compensations, and 
. superannuated citizens of 28 states 
already are receiving old-age pen- 
f sions. The average pension in 1932 
t was $25 a month, while the average 
cost of poorhouse care was $43 a 
r person — an excellent point of her ar- 
. gument. 

Mrs. Chubb outlined the Dill- 
, Connery bill pending in Congress to 
l provide a $10,000,000 fund for old- 
age pensions, to be matched with 
. state funds in the ratio of one-third 
[ federal funds to two-thirds stato 
funds. 

t Mr. Sargent said as to unemploy- 
t ment insurance, employers would not 
know what to use for money should 
i they be called upon to pay the 6 per 
> cent pay roll tax provided in the pro- 
posed unemployment insurance bill. 
F He expressed the belief such a meas- 

■ ure might tend to further increase 
unemployment, nnd old-age pensions 

F might further diminish savings by 

■ taxing the«thrlfty to support the less 
thrifty. 

■ Advocating unemployment re- 
: serves, Mrs. Chubb showed unem- 
ployment is not a phenomenon of 

• "depression” alone, there having been 
from 1,500,000 to 4,000,000 unem- 
ployed during the period from 1920 to 

1 1927. 

Although Mrs. Margaret Sanger, 
1 champion of birth control for twenty 
years, wired to Mrs. Poole from New 
| York City that she had decided to 

• come by air to the convention In or- 
1 der to debate with Dr. Theodore 

Aschmann, of Kansas City, she wai 
unable to attend on account of an 1n- 
; Jured ankle. 

Supporting the movement, as a sub- 
stitute for Mtb. Sanger, Dr. CharleB 
Francis Potter, of New York, de- 
. dared that present legislation rela- 
! live to birth control should be “rele- 
gated to the Rronx zoo with the dra- 
I gon lizard,” and urged that the sub- 
ject he Included in the program of 
, study for all clubs. 

It was Interesting to note that — 
assuming that wisdom is gained with 
years — the oldest delegate, who has 
never missed a convention, Mrs. L. L. 
Blankenburg, aged 89, of Philadelphia, 
Penn., spoke Monday in favor of birth 
control, against the equal rights 
amendment, and favored old-age pen- 
sions. 

The Equal Rights amendment came 
up for debate with Mrs. Burnlta Shel- 
ton Matthews, of Washington, attor- 
ney and representative of the nation- 
al women’s party, speaking in support 
of the amendment, and Mrs. Jerome 
E. Cook, of St. Louis, opposing Ita pro- 
visions. 

The Equal RlghtB amendment would 
put women Into the Constitution, Mrs. 
Matthews declared, and “would strike 
down the shackles the common law 
places upon women, and would mean 
that every woman shall hold her life, 
liberty, property, immunities and 
privileges under the protection of the 
general rules governing other human 
beings. 

That clubwomen have been not only 
interested but very actively — and ably 
—assisting in many government prob- 
lems and projects was proven by va- 
rious statements and reports. Mrs. 
Poole, therefore, even while voicing 
her realization that women must be- 
come informed upon national affairs, 
may congratulate herself as president 
of an organization that has been rec- 
i ognized in high places during the past 
year. In her address, Mrs. Poole re- 
ported that the President of the Uni- 
ted States three times has by letter 
expressed ills appreciation of intelli- 
gent co-operutlon given by clubwomen 
of the United States. 

And not as if to return the compli- 
ment. hut, too, since commendation 
should not be all on one side, the 
General Federation In a Resolution 
commended President Roosevelt for 
ills efforts in attempting to obtain au 
embargo on the shipment of arms to 
Bolivia and Paraguay. The same Res- 
olution directed that a letter of thanks 
to President Roosevelt be sent by 
Mrs. Poole, expressing appreciation 
of his recent approval in his message 
to the Senate, of the Geneva Arms 
and Ammunition Convention. 

Another letter sent to President 
Roosevelt by the Board of Directors 
urged his signing of the bill giving 
American mothers the right to trans- 
1 tnlt their American nationality to 
j their children. 

This President Roosevelt did on 
May 25th to the great Joy of all 
American women. This Equal Na- 
tionality bill removes the last ves- 
tiges of inequality between men and 
| women in the nationality laws of the 
I United States. On the same day the 
United States Senate ratified the Mon- 
tevideo equal nationality treaty. Wom- 
en (cutlers are confident that other 
American republics will now follow 
the example of the United States, and 
Unit non-American countries will also 
adhere to the treaty. 

Another cominendutory message re- 
ported was a telegram received by 
Mrs. Fred L. Pigeon, chulrmun of Ed- 
ucation. from Mr. Georgo F. Zook, 
United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation. expressing appreciation of the 
work dono by the Geuerul Federation 
In safeguarding and developing pub- 
lic education in the United Stutes.

Secretary 

Mias Ruth Chapin Long Con- 
nected With Welfare Work 

At the last Board meeting for this 
season, a beautiful gold wrist watch 
was presented hy the members of the 
Board of Directors of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau to Miss Ruth Chapin, 
General Secretary, who Is resigning 
this summer after nearly' seven years 
with the bureau. This Is the end of 
Miss Chapin’s third separate period 
with the bureau; — first as a student 
under Miss Margaret Rich, the first 
Secretary of the Bureau, when Miss 
Chapin was at Simmons College; sec- 
ond after she had completed her 
school training and was employed by 
Miss Rich to do the Home Service 
work for the Newton Chapter of the 
American Red Cross for u two years' 
period which took In the very inter- 
esting but difficult period of readjust- 
ment Into civilian life after demobili- 
zation. Therefore, Miss Chapin has 
been Intimately associated with the 
families of Newton citizens during 
many ups nnd downs, because that 
same two-year period took In the in- 
fluenza epidemic and the Police 
Strike, when so many Newton men 
volunteered to do police duty in Bos- 
ton. Apropos of her leuvlng, Miss 
Chapin gave a brief history of what 
she has seen the organization do dur- 
ing these three periods of her asso- 
ciation. totaling about ten years in 
all. She will never forget some of 
her experiences going Into families 
during the Influenza epidemic, lit some 
of which there were six and seven 
members all ill at the same time. 

During the Police Strike, the Pub- 
lic Safety Committee asked the Bu- 
reau to make the investigations 
where it was a question of reimburse- 
ment for business income lost be- 
cause of police duty, serious enough 
to affect the family situation. 

in 1920 the Newton Federation of 
Woman's Clubs asked the Newton 
Welfare Bureau to be responsible for 
the spending of the money raised by 
the sale of Christmas Seals in New- 
ton. This money was to be spent 
only for anti-tuberculosis work, and a 
committee was formed culled the 
Health Committee which since that 
date has strictly supervised the ex- 
penditures of this annual fund, which 
has since been called the Health 
Fund, and is entirely separate from 
any Welfare Bureau budget. 

Mother s Rest asked the Newton 
Welfare about 1924 if they would be 
responsible for making arrangements 
for all the Newton mothers who were 
recommended for the Rest by any of 
the other Newton agencies, and the 
Newton Weltare Bureau has made 
these arrangements since that time. 

In 1923 the Travelers Aid Society ( 
asked the Welfare Bureau if they 
would be Its representative in Newton, 
to which it agreed, and since that 
time has been doing the few pieces of 
Travelers Aid work that come up iu 
the city. These ure usuully emergen- 
cies and have to he done quickly, 
uml have led to some very interesting 
contacts with Newton families when 
relatives become stranded in various 
places throughout the United States. 

When unemployment became a com- 
munity problem beyond the ability of 
existing agencies to handle and .the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee was formed,

Dog Clinics Held

mailed to owners, or suspected own- 
ers of dogs In the City of Newton; 
4001) to the former class and 1000 to 
the latter.

In surrounding cities ami towns, the 
Board of Aldermen by order approved 
by His Honor, Mayor Sinclair Weeks, 
have ordered the establishment of a 
dog clinic for the Immunization of 
dogs against possible infection from 
rallies. All owners of dogs are urged 
to take their dogs to the clinic at the 
old High School drill shed near the 
Newton High School, Walnut street, 
at corner of Elm road, and have them 
vaccinated free of charge. Immunity 
conferred by inoculation Is good for 
a period of only one year so that dogs 
inoculated a year ago should be vac- 
cinated again at this time.

Impressions of the 
GOP Pre-Primary 
Convention 


To begin with, the conclave at Wor- 
cester on June 9th was enthusiastic 
and tiarmonlou8. There was an un- 
mistakable undercurrent of confidence 
wherever you went. Bucon and Haigis 
buttons appeared from nowhere the 
minute that the two chief nomina- 
tions had been made. Frankly, the 
ovations accorded Haigis surpassed 
the demonstrations for Bacon, but 
this was largely due to the fact that 
Western Republicans had assembled 
in force at Worcester to celebrate 
their feat in landing one of the two 
big nominations— u very rure event. 

Newtonians will lie gratified to 
know that Leverett Saltonstall re- 
ceived u tremendous ovation — second 
to none— -at the night before banquet, 
which was attended by over thirteen 
hundred delegates and friends. 1 
talked with delegates from all over 
the State, and. without exception, 
every man expressed bis affection and 
respect for the Speaker of the House. 
In my Judgment, the sacrifice which 
lie made In withdrawing his name 
from consideration for any place on 
the 1934 ticket will make doubly sure 
his nomination for Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor (ut least) two years hence. One 
keen observer, located many, many 
miles from Newton, went so far us 
to predict that the G. O. 1*. will lose 
5H.UIMI votes in the election because 
Saltonstall is not on the ticket. 

Passing on, let me say that the con- 
vention brought home to me most 
forcefully the fact that the days of 
t lie Old Guard are obviously num- 
bered. It was really puthetic to no- 
tice their waning power and influence, 
beat exemplified by the futility of 
their efforts to dig up a senatorial 
candidate to give battle to Robert M. 
Washburn. The real choice of the old- 
timers appeared to be former Gov- 
ernor Frank G. Allen or former Sen- 
ator William M. Butler, but neither 
mnn had a Chinaman’s choice from the 
very start, and there was nothing 
to indicate that either man aspired 
to the honor. To be sure. Mayor 
George Bates, of Salem, had he not 
“run out" on the Convention late 
Saturday afternoon, could have prob- 
ably won the nomination. This would 
have satisfied practically everybody 
save the most rabid Wuahburn co- 
horts, and a relatively small Hanni- 
gati group. 

No. the young Republicans ure rap- 
idly acquiring control of the Repub 
Mean Party in Massachusetts, and 
from now on you will hear more und 
more about Bacon, Saltonstall, Tar- 
bell. Lodge, Heyte; Purkinnn. Rush- 
nell. and lust, but r«r from least. 
Sinclair Weeks. Even Munnigan. dis- 
credited in some quarters for Ills at 
Htude on the senatorial nomination 
this spring. Is a strong and useful 
factor, and made a lilt with the dele- 
gates by bis sportsmanlike attitude 
in defeut. It was his plea for liar 
many which closed the proceedings. 

Now for a glance at Newton’s share 
in the deliberations of the Conven- 
tion. I liuve already spoken of Lev- 
erett Sultoijstall’s prominence and 
popularity. Our Mayor, Sinclair 
Weeks, who was Chairman of the 
all-important Resolutions Committee, 
wielded considerable influence, and 
on the only occasion when a serious 
attempt was made to amend the plat- 
form. lie came out victorious utul the 
platform, as finally adopted, was sub- 
stantially as drawn by the Resolutions 
Committee. Furthermore, the May- 
or’s name was advanced iu private , 
conferences as a possible senatorial 1 
candidate, but no encouragement was 
given to this movement for the very 
good reason that the Mayor has a 
political future, and the senatorial 
nomination would probably serve as u 
liability rather than an asset to a 
man in his position. Then there was 
former District Attorney Robert T. 
Busline!!, of Newton, who for several 
weeks hud been considered a serious 
menace to the candidacy of Joseph E. 
WarnejMor Attorney General. At the 
last moment. Hushnell’s friends with- 
drew his name, with the result that 
Warner was unopposed for the nomi- 
nation. Do not think for a moment, 
however, that (his represented a real 
setback to HushneM. for the inside 
dope is that Ids reward will come 
to him without the lapse of very many 
years. Lastly, we have Miss Margaret 
McGill, of Newtonvllle. one of the 
leading Republican women of the 
State, who made an extremely able 
seconding speech for I Jeuteuaiit-Gov- 
ertior Bacon. She was the only woman 
to second the nomination of either 
of the two major candidates, and she 
made a marked impression on the 
delegates. 

The various objectives of the Con- 
vention seem to have been uttuined. 
Western Republicans have been not 
merely placated, hut enthused over 
the nomination of Haigis for Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. Our good friends, the 
weaker sex (it is to laugh), are un- 
questionably delighted over tin* Hum- 
illation of Mrs. Elizabeth W. Pigeon, 
of Boston, for State Auditor, and 
those who have been restive ami dis- 
satisfied for many years over the re- 
fusal of Hie Republican Party to rec- 
ognize the various racial groups, must 
indeed feel pleased with I lie very 
strong endorsement given Oscur W. 
Dionne, of New Bedford, for State 
Treasurer. As a matter of fact, li is 
only fair to state that the funda- 
mental harmony of the Convention 
was marred a hit here and there while 
the tights for Treasurer uml Auditor 
were going on. The senatorial buttle 
was relatively peaceful, simply he 
rmtse the Old Guard caved iu and 
produced no formidable opposition to 
Washburn. Parenthetically, may I 
suggest that Washburn may not he 
such a ridiculously easy opponent for

Judge Braley 
Decides Against 
Newton Police 

Rules Mayor Weeks Did Not 
Act In Bad Faith 


On Wednesday of this week Judge 
Abner L. Braley of Canton gave a de- 
cision on the petition of the 124 mem- 
bers of the Newton police department 
against the action of Mayor Weeks 
in reducing their salaries 7'i% on 
January 1, 1933. The police contend- 
ed that the Mayor had no legal right 
to reduce their salaries because the 
financial condition of the city did not 
necessitate such action. They also 
questioned, through their attorney, 
that the Mayor was tile proper of- 
ficial to make the salary reduction. 
The police and their attorney, Mr. 
McLaughlin, held conferences with the 
Mayor und then entered the petition 
in the Newton District Court. Judge 
Braley was appointed to make a de- 
cision on this case about 16 months 
ago. in March. 1933. 

Last year the Milton police took 
similar action against the Selectmen 
ot that town when they received sal- 
ary reductions and the judge in the 
District Court of Eastern Norfolk 
County decided against the Select- 
men. The latter appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of this State, and that 
body decided that municipal officers 
cun reduce salaries of city and town 
employees, unless it can be proved 
that they act in had faith. The de- 
cision by the Milton court was made 
many months ago and the Supreme 
Court decision was also made some 
months ago. The Newton police have 
been patiently awaiting Judge Braley's 
decision. 

Judge Braley ruled that Mayor 
Weeks did not act in bad faith and 
that lie is the proper official to re- 
duce the salaries and 1ms the authori- 
ty. In making his decision Judge 
Braley said: 

“Under the decision rendered in 
Milton vs. the Judge of the District 
Court of Eastern Norfolk ... it would 
appear that when municipal officers 
decide that for economic reasons, re- 
ductions in the carrying on of gov- 
ernment should he made, including 
these reductions in salaries of employ- 
ees. the District Court, on a peti- 
tion of this nature, is without juris- 
diction to review their action unless 
they (the municipal officers) acted in 
bad faith. 

“In the instant case, the employees 
affected were notified. 124 appeared by 
counsel, hearings were held, and 1 1 
cannot find that this respondent act- , 
ed In bad faith, even if his reasons 
for reductions of compensation could 
be shown to he without merit if con- 
sidered from an economic und finan- 
cial standpoint. 

“it Is contended that the respond- 
ent AND the chief of police should 
have conducted the hearings, und 

tliut the respondent was without 

power to act. As previously stated, 
so far as disclosed by the record, this 
contention was not distinctly ad- 

vanced at the hearings before the re- 
spondent. I rule that the respondent 
was the proper officer to hold 

the hearings and to pass upon the 
matter in controversy." 

in the summary of the testimony 
the court took “judicial notice of the 
depression." stating: 

“It was further agreed that the pe- 
I titloners might ask the court to take 
judicial notice that the United States 
departed from the gold standard and 
tlmt as a result the purchasing power 
of the dollar was reduced. The court 
tukes judicial notice ot the ‘depres- 
sion.’ "

volved Edgar was arraigned In the 
Newton court lust Saturday charged 
with driving to endanger the lives 
and sufety of the public. His case 
was continued until June 22. McBride 
was a city employee.

Call Attention To Possible Use 
As Fire Station Site 

The Newton Board of Assessors ar» 
not in favor of the sale by the city 
of the large lot of land on Washing- 
ton st.. West Newton, to any real es- 
tate dealer, who in turn will sell all 
j or part of this land to some gasoline 
I company. The lot in question con- 
tains over 35,000 square feet. It la 
located on Washington st. near Fel- 
ton st., and is contiguous to the busi- 
ness district at West Newton. It is 
in a private residence zone. 

Recently John T. Burns & Sons of- 
fered the city 115,000 for thin proper- 
ty. with the proviso that a permit for 
a gasoline filling station be included 
in the transaction. Another realtor. 
Phillips Byfield, subsequently offered 
$17,500 for the land with the earn** 
proviso regarding the filling station. 
The Board of Aldermen, to whom the 
offers had been referred, requested the 
■ -pinion of the Board of Assessors. 
The latter advise that if the city in- 
tends to consider the sale of this prop- 
erty, bids should he asked from oil 
companies direct, with the probabili- 
ty that a filling station permit grant- 
ed on even part of this property would 
bring more return to the city than 
either of the offers made. 

They also call attention to the fact 
that Chief Randiett of the Fire De- 
partment has recommended that this 
site be used for a fire station, for 
which it is well adapted. Attention is 
also called to the necessity of chang- 
ing the zone where the land is lo- 
cated from residence to business be- 
fore any filling station can be per- 
mitted there.

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UNLICENSED DOGS 

It is believed that there are several hundred dogs in the city 
of Newton which are not properly licensed by their owners. The 
city officials have sent out notices to some four thousand known 
licensees and about a thousand who are thought to possess 
dogs without licenses. It is self-evident that the protection of the 
community from the possibility of the spreading of rabies de- 
mands that this situation be remedied immediately. An effort 
should be made in this direction. One method of procedure 
that would be effective could easily be carried out. A number 
of the so-called “white-collar” unemployed could be assigned 
the task of following up the names of suspects to whom notices 
have been sent. This would also harmonize with the city’s 
method of having all able-bodied workers work at least two 
days a week. Such an investigation could be carried out in a 
few weeks’ time, with little expense and with favorable results. 

A FAITHFUL WORKER RESIGNS 

The resignation of Miss Ruth Chapin as general secretary of 
the Newton Welfare Bureau is a distinct loss to the community. 
Her experience over several years has permitted her to help 
solve and relieve pressing problems of many unfortunate in- 
dividuals and families.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 


Recaune of the Democratic conven- 
tion nt Worcester the Legislature ad- 
journed Wednesday afternoon and 
will not resume action until next week 
Tuesday, Monday being a holiday 
with its Bunker Hill Day parade and 
other activities. An informal session 
was held this morning hut all contro- 
versial mutters were put over until 
Tuesday. It Is believed that next 
week may see the windup of the 
1934 session although action on the 
police hill, the supplementary budget, 
the Htate tax and final action on the 
pari-mutuel hill legalizing betting at 
race tracks are among the important, 
measures still pending which may pro- 
long the closing day. 

The two most important matters 
acted upon by the two branches this 
week were the defeat of the bill es- 
tablishing a National Guard camp on 
Cape Cod and the holding of a joint 
convention of the two branches which 
resulted In the defeat of the attempt 
to put the question of biennial ses- 
sions upon the ballot in 1936. The 
camp bill was brought into the House 
about two weeks ago and referred to 
the Committee on Ways and Means. 
This latter committee recommended 
that the hill be rejected and after 
lengthy debate a rieing vote of 81 to 
42 accomplished this end. A roll-call | 
was denied when less than thirty ' 
members sought such action. 

The Joint session which was held on 
Tuesday saw nearly an hour and a 
half debate on the question of refer- 
ring the matter of biennial sessions 
to next year’s Legislature for a sec- 
ond vote on the attempt to put the 
matter on the ballot as a referendum. 
Under the initiative petition act the 
filing of 25,000 signatures for a ref- 
erendum makes it mandatory for the 
Legislature to act upon the matter 
twice. If one-quarter of those elected, 
seventy votes being necessary, favor 
it in two years, it then goes on the 
next State-wide ballot. The question 
A\as defeated on Tuesday when 68 
members were recorded in favor of 
the referendum. Representative Ba- 
ker voted in tuvor of the hill and 
Representatives Lultwleler and Brini- 
blecom against the proposal. Presi 
dent Erluml Fish of the Senate, who 
presided ut the joint session, and 
Speaker Saltonstall of the House did 
not vote. Hefore the final roll-call 
was announced three members of the 
House, Reps. Otis of Pittsfield, Baz- 
inet of Webster and llalllwell of New 
Bedford, changed their votes from 
"yes" to “no," resulting In the defeat 
of the question.

General Federation 
Council Meeting 

Continuing the record of outstand- 
ing reports, speeches, and events of 
the Council Meeting of the General 
Federation held at Hot Springs, Ark., 
(luring the week of May 20th, on Tues- 
day, May 22nd, Mrs. Poole gave her 
clarion address, which she aptly en- 
titled '*1 Wonder What Would Hap- 
pen.” It arrested attention, and is 
worth pondering over, “I wonder what 
would happen,” she said, “If 
the 2,000,000 women affiliated with the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs 
suddenly decided to band solidly to- 
gether for all the principles of fed- 
erated women's clubs. I believe that 
the United States would be almost an 
Utopia. For example, I wonder what 
would happen. If 2,000,000 women said 
to the United Stateb Government, 'We 
demand that profit be taken out of 
war making. We demand that all 
resources be commandeered by the 
Government If war comes to this 
land of ours. We demand that no aid 
of any kind whatsoever be given to 
nations engaged In war; and we de- 
mand the truth on all questions of 
international policy Instead of 
trumped-up, clever propaganda.’ 

"I wonder what would happen if 
at least once a week the newspapers 
of our land should publish an edition 
telling the good that man has accom- 
plished and keep from Its pages the 
bad. I wonder what would happen if 

2.000. 000 women should set out to Im- 
prove the standard of publicity which 
comes to us dally over the air.” 

Mrs. Poole visioned for the morrow* 
higher tasks for clubwomen. With 
the right equipment In life, she de- 
clared, clubwomen could eliminate 
graft in government, prevent dictator- 
ship or communistic control; banish 
slums. Improve educational facilities; 
and create new high peaks in art and 
literature. 

“Let us work toward a tomorrow, 
where every citizen of these United 
States may have the opportunity to 
make his own way, confident that If 
he does his part, lie will have protec- 
tion against a tragic future.” 

A new day would Indeed dawn, de- 
clared Mrs. Poole, if the laws of the 
land were obeyed: "If we fearlessly 
and openly condemned crime and rac 
keteerJng; if goods made under un 
sanitary conditions, and too long 
working hours were boycotted; and if 
that great molder of public opinion, 
the motion picture industry, found 
that only the best, cleanest and moBt 
worthwhile motion pictures paid to 
be produced.” 

Directly along lines mentioned by 
the president were the following re- 
ports, two. at least, on subjects much 
in the public eye Just now. Declaring 
the woman buyer controls 85 per cent 
of the purchasing power and women 
get what they ask for, Mrs. Richard M. 
McClure, of Chicago, asked feminine 
picture patrons to buy only the best 
with their film dollars. She urged pa- 
trons to “atop raising salaries" of 
Htars not making wholesome pictures. 
Women can be a great influence for 
better films, because they make up 
four-fifths of every motion picture au- 
dience. 

"It seems incredible that last year, 

186.000. 000 people attended motion 
picture shows of the world, paying In- 
to the theater box offices of the Uni- 
ted States 11,100,000,000." 

Urging parents to supervise chil- 
dren's film diet, Mrs. McClure pic- 
tured 2,000,000 young adolescents, soft 
clay watting to be molded, attending 
motion picture theaters daily. She 
urged establishment of “better film” 
councils, study of proposed legisla- 
tion and censorship, support of rec- 
ommended pictures, strict censorship 
of short comedies, music and news 
reels, more educational and travel 
shorts, censorship of advertising and 
publicity, and above all — for women 
to extend rights of selection and dis- 
crimination to box offices of motion 
picture theaters, rejecting shoddy and 
second-rate films. 

Newspapers were urged by Mrs. 
Arch Truwick, Nashville, Tenn., chair- 
man of the Department of Correction, 
to remove crime stories from their 
front pages. Radio and motion pic- 
tures also could do much to eliminate 
matter giving children ideas on crime, 
she said. Reminding women of the 
crime bill of $12,000,000,000 annual- 
ly, slie urged them to continue to 
study the problem. 

Another report was of special In- 
terest to the session, us it will be re- 
called thut In last week's record it 
was stated that Mr. George F. Zook, 
United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, sent a telegram expressing ap- 
preciation of the assistance in work 
along educational lines done by the 
General Federation. Possibly one that 
he inay have meant was contained in 
the report of the chnirmun of Leg- 
islation, Mrs. S. Blair Luckie, of Ches- 
ter, Penn., who stated that impor- 
tant legislation affecting the public 
schools hud been enacted during the 
past year, greatly assisted by the 
work of clubwomen. By this funds 
were released to help meet costs of 
school building Improvements, to keep 
rural schools open in smaller commu- 
nities, to teach people to read and 
write English, und to give vocational 
training. Several bills authorizing ap- 
propriations for the emergency relief 
of schools huvo been presented to 
both houses. And one of the reliof 
measures (NRA) secured lit Wiscon- 
sin was the teaching of Mothercraft 
In tlie schools, giving employment 
to muny nurses and teachers. 

On Friday, the last day of the ses- 
sions, Mrs. Curl Ullg, Jr., of Onset, 
Mass., clmirmuu of tho division of 
Public Health, uunouuced the award- 
ing of an honor certificate to the Illi- 
nois Federation for accomplishing the 
most duriug the past two months for 
the benelit of public huulth. Nebraska 
wuh ranked second. 

The Council authorized the division 
of Public Health to begin u concerted

Prizes for the 
greatest net gains were awarded to 
New Jersey, with 1,250, Mrs. T. H. 
Grlmley, Ridgewood, president; and 
Montana, with the greatest percentage 
Increase, slightly over 21 per cent, 
Mrs. Minnie R. Tennis, of Butte, pres 
ident. 

The thrilling and exciting event of 
the entire w r eek was the aroused ac- 
tion of the delegates in passing an 
emergency resolution — spontaneously 
and without a dissenting vote — in 
regard to the measure now pending 
before Congress regulating the sale 
and possession of firearms. In follow- 
ing this up with telegrams and de- 
mands no doubt was left as to the 
determined temper of thoroughly- 
aroused women that policy of leglsla 
tors and greed of private Interests 
were not going to continue to leave 
this country at the mercy of crim- 
inals. This was on Thursday morning 
the 24th of May, and the addresB of 
Mr. Joseph B. Keenan, on Wednesday 
evening was directly responsible for 
this explosion and decisive action 
His splendidly effective work in bring- 
ing criminals to justice — as Assistant 
Attorney-General of the United States 
— has received the hearty commenda- 
tion of the General Federation. In his 
address lie brought official word from 
Washington that powerful lobbying 
interests, chiefly the National Rifle 
Manufacturers Association, had 
“flooded” the House Ways nnd Means 
Committee, now considering the 
measure, with messages, persuading 
that group to delete the provision reg- 
ulating sale and possession of pistol* 
und revolvers. This Included the fin- 
gerprinting of all purchasers, and the 
sales tax. 

This report aroused the delegates. 
Mrs. Poole declared this "a challenge 
to womanhood." 

Immediately after adopting the 
emergency Resolution, an official tel- 
egram was authorized to Chairman R. 
Doughton, of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, as follows: 

"Women of the General Federation 
of Women's Clubs are outraged at ac- 
tion of the House Ways and Means 
Committee in deleting pistols and re- 
volvers from tlie firearms bill. Such 
deletion emasculates the bill and 
makes it a Joke. We hold the security 
and safety of the homes and families 
of all the people of this country and 
the protection of life nnd property 
for all the 120,000,000 people In the 
land transcends the selflBh interests of 
any organized small minority. We 
hold you accountable for your respon- 
sibility to the people of your stale and 
your country and demand that the 
bill to regulate sale and possession 
of firearms include pistols and re- 
volvers and that It be speedily en- 
acted into law.” 

The message was duplicated to 
President Roosevelt. House leader 
Byrns, of Tennessee, Speaker Rainey, 
and others. 

An organized campaign was then in- 
stituted by the clubwomen to send 
hundreds of individual telegrams to 
the committee and other congress- 
men. Mrs. S. Blair Luckie, of Chester, 
Penn., urged “flooding” of the com- 
mittee with thousands of telegrams 
of protest. (If the rifle manufact- 
urers can do this, why not the club- 
women?) 

Said Mrs. William Dick Sporborp. 
of Portcliester, X. Y., chairman of 
the Resolutions committee: 

"Mr. Keenan told us the riflemen’s 
association, which claims to have 1,- 
000.000 members, has been powerful 
enough to have deleted the pistols and 
revolvers provisions. Well, we have 
2,000,000 members, and I say to you 
women if we act speedily we can have 
the provision put back into the bill. 

On Friday, reporting on this "tele- 
gram barrage” directed toward Con- 
gress, Mrs. Sporborg announced that 
209 separate messages had been for- 
warded and some replies received. 

The Resolution on crime control nlso 
created a committee, with Mrs. Arch 
Truwick, of Nashville, Tenn., Us au- 
thor. chairman. The committee is 
empowered to act through tho sum- 
mer, pressing bills not enacted by 
Congress, so that there will bo little 
peuee for these politic, vacillating 
gentlemen. 

Other Resolutions adopted without 
a diusentiug vote during tho week's 
sessions were emphatic, and Indica- 
tive of the aroused thought of club 
women. 

The first, concerning pure food and 
drugs, stated the Federal Act adopt- 
ed In 1906 hud resulted In great im- 
provement, but declared products still 
are belug Bold coustitutlng u menace 
to public heullb.

1906. to Include cosmetics and also 
contain provisions designed to insure 
truthful advertising of foods, drugs 
t and cosmetics, was voted when Mrs. 
Poole read a telegram from Senator 
Royal S. Copeland, of New York say- 
ing. “With your help we can pass the 
bill.” Action on the Resolution was 
hastened in an effort to assist in 
passage of the bill at Washington, and 
the indorsement was passed. 

The second Resolution urged club 
women to study unemployment In- 
surance and old-age pension plans dur- 
ing the autumn of 1934 in order that 
they may be in position to register 
their opinions on the legislative pro- 
posals in their states in 1935. 

The third opposed return of the sa- 
loon and recommended that temper- 
ance Instruction should be emphasized 
in the public school system, call- 
ing attention to the evil effects phy- 
sically of alcohol. 

Crime control was the topic of the 
fourth, supporting the move of the 
Federal Government to supplement 
State law enforcement agencies, di- 
recting the Division of Correction to 
prepare study material on the sub- 
ject of crime control. 

Leuving the chnlr, Mrs. Grace Mor- 
rison Poole herself Bpoke in favor of 
the investigation of profits made by 
munitions manufacturers (the Nye- ) 
Brandenburg measure). 

The fifth directed the department 
of Legislation to prepare a study cov- j 
ering both sides of the women’s equal ' 
rights amendment being sponsored by 
the National Woman's Party. The 
amendment would amend the Const!- • 
tullon to rend. “Men and women shall 
have equal rights throughout the Uni- 
ted States and every place subject 
to Its jurisdiction” 

In less serious vein, and of interest 
to clubwomen. The “birthday party” 
for the Federation’s president, Grace 
Morrison Poole, Thursday, swelled the 
total Endowment Fund to over $130,- 
000, interest of which Is used in car- 
rying on work of the General Feder- 
ation. Gifts by States raised $10,177. 

Clubwomen were greeted Monday 
night as the Convention opened by 
Gov. J. Marion Futrell of Arkansas 
und nlso by Senator Huttle W. Cara- 
wuy. An open-air pageant. "The 
Fountain of Youth," written and 
staged by Mr. Harvey H. Haley, su- 
perintendent of schools of Hot Springs 
which was presented at the opening 
meeting Monday night, depicting the 
history of the State, was u stupend- 
ous nnd outstanding affair. A most 
enjoyable banquet held at the Arling- 
ton hotel preceded the session uml 
opened this, the sixteenth, Council 
meeting. 

On Friday, there was the reminder 
of the swift passage of time. It does 
not seem possible that Mrs. Poole is 
now entering the lust year of her 
three-year term as president, but this 
was brought home forcibly by infor- 
mation disclosed as to aspirants to 
office already in the field. There Is 
always curiosity over such informa- 
tion. so that It is glvuu here. The

Today marks the close of a teach- 
ing career of a half-century by Frank 
W. Chase, principal of the Bigelow 
Junior High School of Newton. Next 
August this very capable and popular 
teacher will attain the age of 70, and 
bo, according to law, he must retire 
on a pension. He was horn In Unity, 
Maine, in 1864. and educated In the 
schools of that town at Maine Central 
Inatltute in Pittsfield and at Bates 
College where he graduated in 1S87. 


Washington Allston School. In 1905 
he returned to the Newton teaching 
staff, succeeding Henry Chapin Sawin 
as principal of the Bigelow School at 
Newton.

1L:3Q; the afternoon session, also 
about three hours, ending at 4. The 
Bigelow School, however, was one of 
the first elementary schools in New- 
ton to have one session. This ses- 
sion commenced at 8:30 a. m. and 
; ended at 1:30. with a 15-minute re- 
cess and 30-minute lunch period. The 
reason for the Bigelow School having 
the one session ahead of other public 
schools in Newton was — that when 
the old Bigelow School was replaced 
In 1900 by the present structure, five 
1 classes of that school, under Mr. Sawin, 
had to travel for a school year to the 
then nw Horace Mann School at New- 
tonville. The children were conveyed 
in electric cars from Newton Corne 4 r 
to Page rd., Newtonville, and then 
walked to the Horace Mann School. It 
was necessary, under these condi- 
tions. to hold one session for the 
Bigelow School pupils, and the one 
session proved so popular that it was 
continued when the pupils became 
housed in the new school at Newton 
Comer. The Bigelow School for the 
past few yearB has been a Junior high 
school and has about 350 pupils in the 
seventh, eighth and ninth grades. A 
large addition is being built onto it 
at present. 

Mr. Chase was a trustee of the 
Read Fund in thiB city for three 
years, and resigned because of the 
multiple demands on his time. He 
served as President of the Massachu- 
setts Teachers’ Association, and for a 
number of years as Secretary-Treas- 
urer of the Middlesex County Teach- 
ers’ Association. He is also a mem- 
ber of the 20th Century Club of Bos 
ton. He resides at 31 Judkins st., 
Newtonville, and has a summer home 
at Belfast, Me. He has two daugh- 
ters, Heloise, a teacher at the Bige- 
low School, and Elizabeth F. Chase, 
at home. His wife, Mrs. Lillian (Rob- 
bins) Chase, died in 1920.

50th Anniversary of Oldest 
Summer School of Music 

Supervisors at Lasell 

On July 4th classes will convene at 
Lasell Junior College, Auburndale, 
Mass., for the Fiftieth Anniversary 
Session of The American Institute of 
Normal Methods. This training school 
for teachers of school music was in- 
stituted at Lexington in 1884 by the 
late Hosen E. Holt, one of the Direc- 
tors of Music of the City of Boston, 
who saw the need for teachers to be 
specially trained for this work. 

Succeeding sessions of the school 
were held at Brown University, at 
Babylon, Long Island, at the New 
England Conservatory of Music, Bos- 
ton, and since 1913 at Lasell Junior 
College.

Impressions of 
The Democratic 
Convention 


The Democratic Pre-Primary Con- 
vention resembled the G. O. P. Con- 
vention about as much as a wild bull 
resembles a cocker spaniel. The Dem- 
ocrats were less numerous but more 
vociferous. Everybody wanted to 
talk at approximately the same time, 
especially at the evening session. In- 
cidentally, the Republicans ad- 
journed at the same hour as their 
opponents Btarted to ballot. Even the 
presence of our popular Governor Jo- 
seph B. Ely in the wings acting as 
leader (not boss, of course) failed to 
quiet the tired delegates ns the long 
evening wore on. The Convention got 
completely out of hand and the chair- 
man was powerless to preserve order. 
Vice-Chairman Finnegan of Boston, a 
State Senator, stepped Into the breech 
at one crucial point and did a good 
job. The best piece of strategy came 
between the second and third ballots, 
when It had been decided to take a 
roll call on the question of adjourning 
until 10 a. m. the following day. The 
chairman pointed out the fact that a 
roll call on the adjournment question 1 
would take just as long as a roll call 
for a third ballot and he got his 
point across — the third ballot was 
tnken and poor Gen. Cole, who did- 
n’t really want the nomination, any- 
way. was duly endorsed for governor. 

Senator Walsh, as usual, got his 
own way. for the dope had been that 
a Yankee Democrat was essential to 
Party success and Cole is expected to 
be a great help to the Senator in 
winning back the Veteran vote, which 
he has been losing steadily for the 
last year or two on account of his 
support of the President’s economy 
measures. 

The Democratic ticket differs from 
the Republican ticket in several Im- 
portant respects. First — there is 
no womun on the ticket. Mrs. McGll- 
licuddy, the Ely-Walsh candidate for 
Secretary or State, was defeated by 
Dr. Santosuosso who, I am told, is a 
politician first and a doctor, lawyer, 
and what have you. second. 

Again, there is no one from the 
western part of the State on the 
slate but Democratic strategy did not 
require it. There will, however, still 
be confusion regarding the Hurleys 
for Charles F. was endorsed for re- 
nomination for State Treasurer and 
John J., of Fall River, endorsed for 
Lieut. -Governor. The latter will re- 
place Francis X. — the presnt Audi- 
tor, as the second Hurley on the bul- 
lot. 

The other two places went to Rep. 
Paul Dever of Cambridge, who will 
oppose Att.-Gen. Warner for the office 
which he now holds and Thomas F. 
Buckley of Ablngton who hopes to suc- 
ceed his present chief, FranciH X. 
Hurley. 

Needless to say, David I. Walsh was 
endorsed for U. S. Senator by ac- 
clamation. There seems to be a tra- 
dition that Walsh is unbeatable and 
everyone agrees that he is the Dem- 
ocratic ace. The point la will Jumea 
Michael Curley raise the deuce In the 
September Primary! Prevailing opin- 
ion inclines toward a Curley candida- 
cy for Governor, ulthough Ely is do- 
ing nil he can to waive him one side. 
Tiie Republicans naturally view with 
considerable relish the prospect of a 
hitler fight between Cole und Cur- 
ley, which would mean the opening 
up of tiie old Al Smith and Roosevelt 
fend. Now that Fuller and Bacon 
appear to be In accord it is doubly 
necessary for the Democrats to close 
up their ranks und present a united 
front to t lie G. O. P.

A long argument over the purchase 
of a second-hand automatic printing . 
prpHB for use at the Newton Trade ; 
School took place at the meeting of 
the Hoard of Aldermen on Monday 
night. The School Department Iiuh ( 
for sometime been seeking to acquire , 
a high-speed, automatic Kelly press 
for use at the trade school in New- , 
tonvllle. After n conference with j 
members of the school department on i 
Tuesday night, the Finance Commit- 
tee approved of the Mayor’s recom- 
mendation for nil appropriation of . 
$2500 to buy such a presR. The Edu- 
cation Committee composed of Aider- 
men Temperley. chairman: Farrell 
and McKay was split on the matter. 
Temperley, a veteran printer, opposed 
the purchase and McKay favored it. 
Farrell, originally inclined to favor 
the purchase, changed his opinion and 
Joined with Temperley. 

Alderman Gordon, for the Finance 
Committee favored the purchase on 
the claim that the press is necessary 
to afford proper Instruction to the , 
hoys studying printing at the trade 
school. He said that schools in Bos- 
ton and Waltham, and other plnces , 
have such presses, and they are es- ] 
sentlal for proper training in the 
printing trade. Alderman Mansfield, 
an expert pressman, a printer for 25 | 
years and former head of the print- 
, lug department ut the Boston Trade 
! School, opposed the appropriation. He 
said much money has been spent un- 
wisely on vocational schools and there 
luis been too much competition by 
such schools with men in the print- 
ing business: men who pay taxes. He 
said the Kelly press, printing GOOD 
imprints an hour is not necessary 
for instruction, as the boys in the 
Newton school can leurn the funda- 
mentals on tlie ordinary cylinder 
presses now in the school. He stated 
that the automatic Kelly press Is 
wanted for production, to exploit the 
boys in turning out printed matter 
to compete with Newton printers, and 
that these boys need training in the 
fundamentals of printing instead of 
becoming expert in running an auto- 
matic press. He said the Newton 
School Department has no right to de- 
prive Newton printers of work by r 
having the school boys do the city t 
printing, and that such competition, g 
common with trade schools, is un- j j 
American and deprives established r 
businesses of needed Income. | l: 

Alderman Temperley agreed with 1 
Mansfield. He said the NRA code 
specifies that printing by trade schools j 
must compete fairly with commercial J 
shops, and that hoys should not be 
used in unfair competition. He ad- 
vised the purchase of a small cylinder 
press which would give the 30 boys 
studying printing more assistance in ( 
learning the fundamentals of the trade f 
than will the automatic Kelly press, j 
Alderman Farrell agreed with Tern- 1 t 
perley and said the Kelly press is 1 t 
desired by the school department not i 
for instruction of the boys, but to 
turn out production so the school 
can compete with printers in business. 

Alderman Gallagher was caustic In 
his criticism of the printers in the 
Board for opposing the purchase. He 
said it would be comparable if phy- 
sicians in Newton would oppose Doc- 
tor Martin at the High School put- 
ting bandages on the school athletes. 
Alderman Mansfield said he favors all 
reasonable means to give the trade 
school boys proper education, but he 
opposes government competition with 
established business. He said school 
departments are exploiting boys to 
help defray the costs Df trade schools. 
He said educators should learn thut 
taxpayers do not want overequipped 
schools. Alderman Temperley retort- 
ed to Gallagher by saying. “If I 
wanted to get information about med- 
icine, 1 would ask the Ward 1 aider- 
man < Dr. Gallagher), but, if I wanted 
Information about printing, l would 
ask a printer.” Alderman Hutchinson 
agreed with Alderman Mansfield and 
said the latter spoke "common sense.” 
Alderman Grehenstein asked for de- 
tailed information about the Kelly 
press, and Munsfleld gave it.

Mayor Seeks Creation of Po- 
sition of Director of 
Public Works 

For the purpose of Improving the 
efficiency and service of the works 
departments of the City of Newton, 
and in the belief that economies will 
be effected in their operation, Mayor 
Sinclair Weeks recommended to the 
Board of Aldermen at a meeting last 
Monday night that the Street, Water 
and Engineering Departments of the 
city be consolidated. The recom- 
mendation, accompanied by a proposed 
new ordlance relating tD such con- 
solidation, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Claims and Rules and Is 
expected to be acted upon at the next 
meeting of the Board on Monday eve- 
ning, July 2nd. 

The proposed new ordinance Is as 
follows: 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD 
OF ALDERMEN OF THE CITY 
OF NEWTON AS FOLLOWS: 
Chapter XXII A. 

The office of Director of Public 
Works Is hereby created. The Direc- 
tor by virtue of this ordinance shall 
become an executive officer of the City 
and the provisions of law for the ap- 
pointment and removal of heads of de- 
partments shall be applicable to the 
office. 

He shall have under his Immediate 
control and direction such assistants 
and employees as may from time to 
time be duly authorized. He shall 
have under his direction and advisory 
control the Street Commissioner, the 
Water Commissioner and the City En- 
gineer, who shall keep the Director 
fully Informed of all matters In their 
respective departments and carry out 
such directions as to the operations 
of their departments as may be is- 
sued from time to time by the Direc- 
tor.

N’ville Residents 
Protest Another 
Factory Addition 

The Security Mills at Munroe 
street, Newtonville has applied for a 
permit to erect a small brick building 
for storage purposes. Residents of 
the neighborhood adjoining have pro- 
tested to the Newton Board of Ap- 
peal against the granting of the per- 
mit. Last year residents of the dis- 
trict near the mill protested unsuc- 
cessfully against the granting of a 
penult for the erection of another 
addition to the mill buildings. Much 
objection was caused by odors aris- 
ing from the dye house at the mill 
which Is in a residential zone. 


Another phase af the controversy 
over the gasoline filling station at 
the northwest corner of Chestnut 
and Boylston streets, Newton Upper 
Falls was reached on Monday night 
when the Newton Board of Aldermen 
voted not to grant the petition of 
Francis E. Brown for a permit to erect 
a brick and concrete building at this 
locus. A permit was granted In 1923 
to Herbert Brldey for a filling station 
on a lot having a frontage of 122 feet 
on Chestnut street and 99 feet on 
Boylston street. The property sub- 
sequently changed ownership a couple 
of times and the present owner of 
record is Mr. Brown. 

In 1932 the State took most of this 
property in the process of construct- 
ing the Worcester turnpike and award- 
ed $33,000 for it. A narrow strip with 
a frontage of about 20 feet on Chest- 
nut street remained. A petition was 
then presented to the Board of Al- 
dermen seeking to have the Dardano 
property at 925 Chestnut street 
changed from residence to business 
zone to permit its addition to the 
narrow strip of land remaining from 
tlie filling station locus. A majority 
of the Board of Aldermen apparent- 
ly was favorable to this zoning 
change, hut, finally the petition was 
refused. In September, 1933, the Al- 
dermen voted to grant a permit for 
the erection of a metal structure on 
the narrow lot to be used in conjunc- 
tion with the filling station. Tills 
building was not erected and a cou- 
ple of months ago another petition 
was received from Francis E. Brown 
asking for a permit to build a brick 
und concrete structure Instead of the 
steel building for which a permit was 
granted last September. After much 
(liscuHBion, the Aldermen on May 7th 
granted this petition. The next day 
Alderman Hill, chairman of the Li- 
censes Committee moved for a recon- 
sideration of this vote because It was 
found that whereas the petition staled 
the brick structure would be the same 
size and be placed on the same part 
of the narrow lot as the steel build- 
ing, such was not the case. 

In the meantime Alderman Holden 
of Ward 6, who opposed the grant- 
ing of the petitions In September, 1933, 
and In May of this year, had been 
vigorously opposing the granting of 
the petition. Alderman Temperley of 
Ward 5 and the Upper Falls Bectlon, 
alHo opposed the petition. Holden 
raised the Issue that, inasmuch as the 
tanks at the station were taken from 
their positions in the ground in 1932 
when the side roadway alongside the 
overpass on the turnpike was under 
construction, and most of the filling 
station site was taken, since these 
tanks remained above ground for a 
long period of time, disconnected from 
the pumps, and because the tanks 
and pumps are now In locations al- 
legedly different from those which 
they occupied according to the condi- 
tions under which tills station per- 
mit was granted before the State 
sfclzed the property, the permit had 
become void and the Aldermen have 
no authority to grant a petition for 
the erection of a building in connec- 
tion with this station. A meeting of 
the Aldermen, ns a committee of the 
whole was held on Monday night, in 
conference with City Solicitor Bart- 
lett. John J. Walsh of Boston, attor- 
ney at law, who has represented the 
owners of the station during the con- 
troversy was present in the Alder- 
manic chamber. Mr. Bartlett ruled 
that Alderman Holden’s contentions 
were well taken and the Aldermen 
voted without debate in the open 
meeting to grant leave to withdraw 
on the petition on the ground that 
the filling station permit Is now void, 
it Is understood that legal action may

Mayor Weeks has recommended to the Board of Aldermen I 
a co-ordination of three municipal departments under one 
head to be designated as a director of public works. This 
director will have under his jurisdiction the street department, 
the water department and the engineering department. The 
step will not mean a consolidation of these departments into 
one as such a move would necessitate special legislation by 
the General Court. Under the plan each of the three depart- 
ments will retain a commissioner at the head of the department 
with the director of public works as their chief. While the step 
means the creation of another municipal office at a salary com- 
mensurate, if not greater than that of a department head, it 
Bhould mean greater efficiency and economy in all three de- 
partments. Chief among the arguments in favor of the po- 
sition are that it will prevent the digging up of recently paved 
or resurfaced streets by one department soon after another de- 
partment has finished work in a particular location. There are 
undoubtedly many other situations in which the new director 
will function with greater efficiency and economy in the tax- 
payer’s behalf. All that is needed is the appointment of a di- 
rector who has the knowledge and experience in all three 
branches of engineering who will administer the position com- 
petently. ']

About Town

The annual torture of sick and 
nervous persons by the discharge of 
firecrackers by hoys for a period near- 
ly two weeks preceding July 4th, Is 
on. Chief Rnndlett of the Newton 
Fire Department has done his part 
to lessen this nuisance, as he has al- 
so done in former years, by refusing 
to permit the sale of fireworks in 
this city except for three days before 
the Fourth of July. But, adjoining 
places,*lncluding Watertown, allow the 
sale of fireworks for longer periods 
hefore the noisy holiday and Newton 
youngsters foolishly spend money buy- 
ing firecrackers outside this city and 
then set off the noise devices In the 
Newtons. Which proves that there 
should be a state law limiting the sale 
of fireworks In all sections of Massa- 
chusetts to three days before July 
4th. And since there are many par- 
ents who show no consideration for 
sick neighbors by giving their chil- 
dren mqney to buy flrecrnckers and set 
them Dff days before the "Fourth”, 
Newton police ought to make an ex- 
ample of some of these offenders. 


President Roosevelt has taken cog- 
nizance of the appalling number of 
deaths caused by automobiles and has 
exhorted the people to drive with 
more consideration for human life. 
We have read in the newspapers of 
the alleged practice of Mrs. Roosevelt 
to operate her car at high speed, and 
we believe we also have read of an- 
other member of the President's fam- 
ily having been stopped for an in- 
fraction of automobile laws. We hope 
that in the future they too will heed 
the sincere admonition of the head 
of the family. 


The bend of Boston's welfare depart- 
ment has issued a ruling limiting sin- 
gle men obtaining aid to $2 per week 
for food and a bunk in one of the 
city’s flop houses. We assume Mayor 
Mansfield approves of this ultra 
charitable edict. Even in popular 
priced lunch rooms one cannot obtain 
anything resembling a meal for less 
than 25 cents; and this does not in- 
clude tea or coffee, which are 5 cents 
extra. So the $2 specified by Mr. 
Dowling of the Boston welfare depart- 
ment will allow single men getting 
aid from that city to have one meagre 
meal each day, and he can gradually 
starve. Also, instead of sleeping un- 
der anything resembling the condi- 
tions a decent man is entitled to, he 
must try to sleep In a flop house in 
the midst of the flotsam and Jetsam 
of human derelicts. We may expect 
a large increase in the already big 
number of panhandlers frequenting 
the streets of Boston. How much 
money does the food consumed by Mr. 
Dowling or Mr. Mansfield cost each 
week? These worthies should read 
Borne history. Cold blooded treatment 
of unfortunate fellows, such as Mr. 
Dowling proposes, has, in other times 
of economic distress precipitated revo- 
lutions. We suppose he professes 
Christianity, 


It would not be practical to have 
unlimited competition in the field of 
public utilities, as in other lines of 
business. In fact, some years ago It 
was decided thut it would be imprac- 
tical to have any competition in pub- 
lic utilities. So, in these quite im- 
portant adjuncts to society, monopol- 
ies became prevalent. And because 
they have monopolies, public utility 
corporations in thickly populated 
areas have become powerful finan- 
cially, and very efficent. They have 
also become quite far spread in their 
activities. This has resulted in the 
cessation, to a large degree of homo 
ownership, and in control by men 
who reside in other states. This 
means that the personal touch be- 
tween those who control public util- 
ity companies and their customers 
has to a great degree vanished. 

This fact is painfully evidenced in 
the attitude taken by such corpora- 
tions in the several years which have 
passed since the economic debacle 
started in 1929. During this sorry 
period almost all lines of business 
have had to he lenient with their 
customers. But, not the public util- 
ity companies. Even though one has 
been a good customer of a public 
utility corporation over a long period 
of years, if one allows two months 
to elapse without paying what Is 
owed, such a customer is notified 
that service will be discontinued. No 
sympathy is shown. Hard boiled busi- 
ness methods rule. 

We realize that with hundreds of 
thousands of customers, public util- 
ity companies cannot be lax or too 
lenient In the collection of bills. If 
they did. their losses would be ho 
huge that they would soon become 
bankrupt. But, becuuHe of existing 
conditions, In the cases of customers 
who have through many years proved 
themselves to be honest and depend- 
able, it Is our opinion that certain 
public utility companies are not dis- 
playing good Judgment in becoming 
more exacting in their requirements 
than in normal times. Not when the 
times seem to tend to a surprising 
degree toward governmental control 
of Industry, and so many persons are 
advocating something akin to Stute 
Socialism. 


By granting an extension of the 
permit to operate the gravel pits in 
the Oak Hill section without having a 
proviso that the petitioner who re- 
ceived the permit cannot extend his 
operations on adjoinng properties 
which he or his company did not own 
when this gravel pit bUHiness was 
started In 1927, the Newton Board of 
Aldermen showed very little concern 
or knowledge of the effect this busi- 
ness has had and is having on the fu- 
I lure of Oak Hill. About 15 years ago 
i Oak HIM, previously uu agricultural 
district, started to develop into a high 
i class residential area. In recent years 
Arnold Hartmann spent much money 
and effort in furthering this develop- 
ment. 

About 7 years ago the Highland 
8und & Gravel Company, of which 
Goorge 8. Wilbur of West Roxbury is 
the head, was given a permit by for- 
mer Buildings Commissioner Chad- 
wick to erect large structures und 


Stopping Business ; n 
Residence Zone 

Rullding Commissioner Hagemnn 
has been taking action against per- 
sons who have been conducting busi- 
ness In residence zones in this city. 
This activity is an aftermath of com 
plaints made against the operation of 
"tourist" houses an Boylston st. (the 
Worcester turnpike), and by members 
of the Board of Aldermen ut ft recent 
meeting against a real estate dealer 
at Newton Centre who was conduct- 
ing an office in n residence zone. Sev- 
eral tourist houses were started on 
the turnpike with illuminated signs 
placed in front of them. Some time 
ago, following complaints, officials of 1 
the Health and Police departments' 
investigated the operation of these 
houses to ascertain if they complied 
with the health and police regula- 
tions. 

Inspector Norman Patterson of the 
Health Department has been touring 
the city to observe if nnd where busi- 
ness ventures are being conducted in 
residence zones in" violation of the 
zoning ordinance. To date he discov- 
ered about twenty cases; eome of 
which have been operating for several 
years. There are a number of busi- 
ness activities in this city operated ns 
non-conforming uses in residence 
zones because they were established 
before the zoning ordinance went into 
effect in 1922. Those conducting such 
businesses have a legal right to do so 
Mr. Patterson, by checking official 
records, has determined what persons 
are doing some business w’hlch has 
been started in residence zoneB subse- 
quent to 1922. To these Commission- 
er Hagemnn has sent the following 
letter: 

"I am informed hv an inspector of 
this department that you have erected 
a sign at , reading as fol- 
lows ” 

"Signs of this character are not 
permitted in residential districts by 
the Building Code and Zoning Ordin- 
ances of this city and I hereby re- 
quest that you have it removed wlth-i 
in a week from this date. Kindly no-; 
tify this office when this has been 
done." 

Some of those notified have com- 
plied. Others have not. The Building 
Commissioner intends to take action 
ngalnBt those who do not comply. 
Some of the type** of business con- 
ducted in residence zones is held by 
those responsible not to he object- 
ionable. But, if one type of business 
la permitted in residence zones, in 
violation of the ordinance, other types 
of a more objectionable nature are 
bound to come in. Either the ordin- 
ance must he enforced or it will he 
more and more Ignored. When some 
persons disregard the ordinance, oth- 
ers believe they have the same privi- 
lege and also start in business. Ga- 
rage repair shops with their resultant 
noise have been started in residence 
zones. Other persons have been do- 
ing business in such zones, but have 
not displayed signs; using other forms 
of advertising.

equipment nt Oak Hill, near Wiswall 
road, for the purpose of operating a 
sand and gravel business. Because of 
this nnd the subsequent developments 
resulting from the conduct of this 
business, the Aldermen, a few years 
ago, properly took away from the 
Buildings Commissioner the power to 
grant such permits. On July 22, 1929 
Mr. Wilbur was granted a renewal of 
the permit for one year; these tem- 
porary permits as granted by the 
Buildings Commissioner had a tenure 
of one year only. At that time Mr. 
Wilbur through his attorney, asked 
that the permit he extended for a 
period of 5 years. The writer, then 
a member of the B*ard of Aldermen 
was Instrumental In having the exten- 
sion limited to one year. It was then 
stated by the petitioner that no exca- 
vating below’ such grades would he 
done that would cause pits to be cre- 
ated, that grade specifications deter- 
mined by City Engineer Morse would 
be followed and that the property 
would be left in a condition so that 
it could be eventually developed for 
residential purposes. The extent of 
the property owned by the petitioner 
was about 67* a acres, extending from 
Wiswall rd, towards the West Rox- 
bury line. 

After working on this huge area, the 
gravel company then commenced to 
excavate on the adjoining Esty prop- j 
erty and subsequently on the Wls-i 
wall farm. This means that many 
mare acres of land in addition to the 
large area owned by the gravel com- 
pany have been denuded of loam and 
so excavated as to be lessened from 
development as a high class residen- 
tial district. In addition, a large tract 
along Dedham st. was stripped of 
loam by a Boston contractor within 
the [mst couple of years aud added 
to the barren section in Oak Hill. 
Thus, a large area of this city which 
probably would by this time have 
been In process of development qb a 
deH ruble residential section bus been 
evolved into a gravel pit district and 
the City of Newton will 1 ob 6 huge 
sums of revenue from taxes In future 
years as u result. Certainly Newton 
Boards of Aldermen In the past few 
years have not been using much fore- 
sight.

Important happenings of this week 
Included the final defeat of the po- 
lice unification bill which experienced 
difficulty in all its phases and which 
was one of the most discussed meas- 
ures of the year. Last week the 
House refused to adopt the new re- 
port of the Committee on Judiciary 
which was brought about through the 
special message delivered by the 
Governor at a joint session two weeks 
previously after the first vote in the 
House on the proposal. The first 
vote showed a margin of 125 to 84 
against the bill. The second attempt 
saw little change with the vote be- 
ing 124 to 87 defeating the attempt 
to co-ordinate the police. Recon- 
sideration of the matter was sought 
and obtained and action postponed 
until Monday of this week. An ‘at- 
tempt was then made to salvage part 
of the bill by amending It in several 
sections as a compromise to the ob- 
jections to certain phases. After the 
amendments were adopted there was 
little left of the original proposal ex- 
cept the establishment of an advisory 
board with little more than powers 
of recommendation, an Increased 
Btate detective force, a central bu- 
reau of identification, a permissive 
training Bchool and some control of 
teletype and radio. Even this hill 
was defeated by a vote of 116 to 100. 
Governor Ely placed the responsibil- 
ity for the defeat on the Legislature 
and stated that he would not press 
the matter further. 

On Tuesday several adverse reports 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
on petitions to distribute the gasoline 
tax receipts to cities and towns, coun- 
ties, nnd on various bases were ac- 
cepted after considerable debate. It is 
expected that Home eight or ten mil- 
lions of dollars will be transferred 
from the Highway fund to the gen- 
eral expense fund in order to keep 
the state tax nt an amount but slight- 
ly in excess of that a year ago. 

Yesterday saw a number of ques- 
tions settled which were in disagree- 
ment between the House and Senate. 
One of these, the so-called Pari-mutuel 
bill to legalize betting at horse and 
dog races was settled through a com- 
mittee on conference. Both branches 
of the Legislature had agreed that 
the matter should be put to a vote by 
counties at the next Btate election 
but disagreed on the percentages of 
the "breakage” which was to go to 
the state or the race track operators. 
The House adopted an amendment by 
which the state would receive all 
"breakage” of odd cents over a 10 
cent multiple while the Senate re- 
duced the amount to five. Under the 
compromise the 10 cent figure was 
adopted with half the money going 
to the state and half to the race 
track. It Is estimated that this will 
yield $150,000 to the state. The Sen- 
ate exempted employees in "key” po- 
sitions from being residents of the 
state and the House insisted on all 
employees residing here. Under the 
compromise the House receded from 
its stand in this respect. 

The milk control bill was also set- 
tled by a conference committee after 
two attempts. The agreement places 
the question of making reasonable 
rules and regulations up to the milk 
control board instead of giving them 
authority to fix prices. 

A veto by Governor Ely was over- 
ridden by a vote of 192 to 4, The veto 
was on a bill for the continuance of 
an annuity to the widow of Harry 
Welch of Cambridge, n member ot 
the M. V. M„ who went totally blind 
from u cold in the eye received in n 
muster in 1888. In 1897 the Legisla- 
ture voted a $300 annuity to him as 
long as he lived. After his death 
about a year ago attempts were made 
to continue the annuity to his widow. 
The Governor stated In his messages 
that he believed further payments 
were unwarranted. Among the four 
voting to sustain the Governor was 
Rep. Luitweiler of Newton. The veto 
was also overridden in the Senate 
by a vote of 18 to 8.

ton Centre. 

The toll of deaths by drowning 
which are published each week only 
lends importance to this type of work. 
When the opportunity to save a life 
may occur is never known. By being 
prepared, one who has been properly 
instructed cau be of great service.

Lombardy Poplars 
Being Destroyed 

The canker disease of Lombardy 
poplars caused by Cytosporn Chry- 
sosperma is destructive unless the 
trees are growing vigorously. When 
vigorous growth is not maintained, 
this dease is the cause of rapid death 
of the trees. Circular areas of the 
hark are killed. These areas enlarge 
girdling the twig or branch and the 
parts above are killed. Often the 
first Infections occur in the twigs and 
later spread to the larger limbs 
and trunk. The cankers on young 
growth are brownish and show num- 
erous reddish pustules, particularly 
near the margin. From these are 
pushed long twisted reddish threads 
of spores. The spores are separated 
by water and rains wash and spat- 
ter them to other parts of the tree. 
The principal measure of control 
is prevention; by keeping poplars in 
a vigorous state of growth and con- 
trolling all Insects and diseases that 
lead to dead and weakened limbs 
and twigs. The cankers should be 
removed and Immediate steps laken 
to increase the vigor of the tree. 
If the trees have not been cared 
for, this disease may obtain such a 
start that subsequent attempts to 
combat it by pruning and stimulat- 
ing vigor may not he successful. 

These trees should be sprayed 
twice a year with Bordeaux mixture 
to combat this disease; in the early 
spring and in the early summer. 
The dead wood killed by the fungus 
of last year should be removed, 
the trees thoroughly pruned and 
the trees stimulated by feeding them 
with some fertilizer rich in nitrogen.
